San Francisco, June 26.—As the 
rival forces at the democratic na- 
tional convention move intv posi- 
tion for the opening Monday there 
is apparent no more definite aiign- 
ment of strength for various candi- 
date than there has been since the 
delegates began to assemble. Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan epitomized 
the situation today in language 
with which most observers seemed 
to agree. |

The closing hours of the pre- 
convention period are much th 
Same as characterized the last-min- 
ute proceedings of the republican 
convention at Chicago. There is a 
marked similarity in many §re-

Seven hundred and fifty-six of 
‘the ten hundred and »ninety-two 
delegates are uninstructed. Their 
personal preferences cannot be as- 
sembled in composite roview. There 
are ten candidates avowed, unwill- 
ing or receptive. It seems certain 
that some balloting on the conven- 
tion floor will be netessary to dis- 
close the lines of strength and 
weakness,. where the ground of 
favorite sons and complimentary 
votes will narrow the situation 
down to the-real contenders out in 
the open. 

No democratic. candidate comes 
to San Francisco with any such 
showing of pledged strength as was 
brought to Chicago by Wood, Low- 
den or Johnsop. But, as at Chi- 
cago, the situation at the opening

Influence of Bry4. 

How much influence William 
Jennings Bryan will have on the 
making of the party's platform and 
its choice of a candidate will be 
shown soon after the opening ses- 
sion of the convention Monday. 

The first evidence of how munch a 
force Mr. Bryan will be will come 
in the make-up of the resoiutions 
committee, which will draft the 
platform and in the choice of the 
,permanent organization of the con- 
vention. 

These issues will bring about a 
direct contest between the admin- 
istration forces and Mr. Bryan's 
forces. If Mr. Bryan finds upon the

The occasion had noth- 
ing to do with’ the convention or 
with party. It was made before 
the Commonwealth club, which,. in 
San Francisco, corresponds to the 
city club of most cities, and is com- 
posed.of the best of the city’s citi- 
zens among professional and busi- 
ness men. Bryan was invited to 
speak today as most distinguished 
men are who come to San Fran- 
cisco. Your correspondent, who 
happened to listen minutely, got the 
impression that Mr. Bryan had not 
the intention to make what was 
for him and his following a key- 
note speech. But he found a sym- 
pathetic audience, warmed up t& 
it and poured out spontaneously 
the things that have been occupy- 
ing his mind during these recent 
days and weeks while he has been 
looking forward to the convention 
and the things he wanted to do 
here. 
Began With Art. 

He began with the art he always 
has. In introducing him, the chair- 
man had madesa factetious allusion 
to the fact that the charge for the 
Bryan lunch today was $1, whereas 
the charge for the lunch yester- 
day, at which the democratic na- 
tional chairman, Mr. Homer Cum- 
mings, spoke, was only 85 cents. 
Bryan picked up this allusion and 
used it to ease himself into the au- 
dience’s favor with humorous kind- 
liness. He said that the reason 
for the difference was that he and 
ihs career had been intimately as- 
sociated with the silver dollar, 
wheeras in the case of Chairman 
Cummings the pay was put in the 
shape of a depreciated gold dollar. 
Then he said with disarming and 
ingratiating effect, that he hadn’t 
come to San Francisco to make 
trouble. He had come to help the 
democratic party win the election 
in November. He said he had no 
purpose other than to help write a 
platform and name a candidate who 
would enable it to win. He said 
that no man had such good reason 
as he for being grateful to the 
democratic party and wishing it 
well. 

The democratic party, he said, 
had cast more votes for him for 
president than for anybody else. In 
his three candidacies, he said, he 
had received eighteen million votes 
for the presidency. Then, with the 
incomparable art of which he is 
master, he said, “If I only coud 
have bunched them,” and left the 
rest to the audience's imagination. 

Toward a party which he has se 
much reason for wishing well, he 
said it was the least of his purposes 
to be a-.cause of dissension.

San Francisco,. June 26.—Bone- 
dry prohibition, profiteering, indus- 
trial relations, the league of na- 
tions and the Irish question prom- 
isé to be the headliners in tne 
fight over planks in the democratic 
platform. 

In. this category the prohibition 
question was easily foremost in the 
minds of leaders and delegates as 
the bone-drys and the antis began 
the actual counting of noses to see 
where they stood. <A _ convention 
floor fight seemed almost certain, 
both sides insisting that they want 
ad verdict on the issue by separate 
vote of the body of delegates itself. 

Coming rapidly into the limelight 
and also threatening a fight in the 
open convention was the Irish ques. 
tion on which a whole scale of rec- 
ommendations, running ffom Irish 
recognition to an expression of 
sympathy, will be laid before the 
resolutions committee. 

The league of nations row was 
more or less in the background, but 
opponents of President Wilson of 
various shades of irreconcilablility 
were making an effort to get to- 
gether to block his ratification 
plank. | 

As to the labor problem and prof- 
iteering, only the beginnings of a 
disagreement were in evidence. On 
the profiteering issue, however, both 
William Jennings Bryan and Attor- 
ney General Palmer will have ideas 
of their own which,.may bring our 
a stiff alignment more or less along 
administration and anti-adminis- 
tration lines. 

Bryan to Be Stormy Petrel. 

Mr. Bryan, as usual, seemed like- 
ly tonight to be the stormy petrel 
of the platform fight. He took 
charge during the day of the pro- 
hibition forces, lined up support for 
his league of nations fight and 
made himself quite generally the 
chief subject of speculation among 
the friends of President Wilson and 
the Virginia platform indorsed by 
him. 

On prohibition three courses are 
open. Mr. Bryan and his support- 
ers want an affirmative declaration 
for the enforcement and preserva- 
tion unchanged of the present half 
of 1 per cent Volstead act. A group 
in which the New York and New 
Jersey delegations for the Qresent 
are taking the lead are in favor of 
a liberalization of the law, for 
which they say a way has been 
opened by the supreme court's 
opinions. Still a third larger class 
of delegates and leaders are for nv 
prohibition plank at all. 
>) Heartened by the action of the 
Pennsylvania caucus in refusing to 
instruct its representatives on the 
resolutions committee to urge a 
modification of the Volstead act, 
the drys late today were elaim- 
ing that not only would they be 
able to prevent a wet plank from 
being built into the party platform, 
but would be able to include a 
plank commending the law. . 

Mr. Bryan announced he would 
fight the wets from the committee 
to the floor of the convention. That 
the committee has a mejority for 
‘the drys is conceded, but the wets 
are planning a minority report and 
Norman Mack, national committee- 
man from New York, said his state 
would make a determined fight for 
the modification of the Volstead act 
even if New York state stood alone.

COMMITS SUICIDE 


Ill Health Given as Cause 
of Deed—Funeral Serv- 
ices Will Be Held This 
Afternoon. | 


Dr. Marion Tracey Davis, 55 
years old, prominefit Atlanta phy- 
sician, ended his own life in his 
rooms at the Marion hotel early 
Saturday morning by . sending a 
charge from a double-barreled shot- 
gun through his head. The cause 
of his suicide is attributed to de- 
spondency from prolonged illness. 

The tragedy was discovered about 
11 o’clock Saturday morning when 
an employee of the hotel, at the 
instance of James R. Bachman, en- 
tered the room, where the phy- 
sician’s body was found stiff, lying 
in a pool of blood, and the gun by 
his side. 

Avletter was received by Mr. 
Bachman Saturday morning, said 
to have been written by Dr. Davis 
during Friday night,.clearly indi- 
cating his intention to take his own 
life, saying that he had borne his 
suffering as long as it was possi- 
ble, and that he was certain God 
ywould forgive him for destroying 
his body—“the handiwork of the 
} Lord.” 

This letter also contained several 
requests concerning the disposition 
of several: belongings of the phy- 
sician, and also the burial. He 
requested that his body be placed 
} beside that of his mother, Mrs. 
Kate M. Davis, in Waynesboro, Ga., 
his boyhood home, 

Dr. Davis had resided in Atlanta 
for a number of years, and enjoyed 
a splendid general medical practice, 
specializing in diagnosis work. He 
was for several years on the facul- 
ty of Emory university, and on the 
staff of the Grady hospital. He 
was also actively identified ~ with 
the work of the Anti-Tuberculosis 
society until declining health 
forced him to retire. 

He was a Mason, a Knights of 
Pythias and Knights of Khoras- 
san. He was also a member of the 
Fulton County Medical society and 
other medical fraternities. 

The body was removed to the 
chapel of Barclay & Brandon, 
where an inguest will be held by 
the coroner at 98:30 o'clock this 


morning. Funeral services will be 
held from the chapel at 5 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon, Dr. J. W. Cald- 
well, pastor of the Westminster 
Presbyterian church, officiating. 
The body will be taken to Waynes- 
boro Monday morning for inter- 
ment.

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Doomed to Death 
For Assault on Girl 
Who Weds Brother 


Sentence of McNamara 
Affirmed by Tennessee 
Court— Alleged Victim 
Subsequently Wedded 
McNamara’s Brother.

Nashville, Tenn. June 26.—The 
Tennessee supreme court today af- 
firmed the death sentence of A. J. 
McNamara, convicted at Memphis 
of criminal assault, and fixed Au- 
gust 10 as the date for his execu- 
tion. The alleged victim subse- 
quently became the wife of the de- 
fandant’s brother. 

Memphis, June 26.—Judge J. E. 
Richards, who sentenced Allen J. 
McNamara to death after his con- 
viction in criminal court here on a 
charge of criminal assault which 
was affirmed today by the Tennes- 
see supreme court, announced later 
that he would intercede with Gov- 
ernor Roberts to have the penalty 
commuted to life imprisonment. 

Judge Richards said he had de- 
cided to ask clemency for the yauth 
because of conflicting statements 
made by the yorng woman, now 
the wife of McNamara’s brother, 
who appeared as prosecuting wit- 
ness. 

McNamara was found guilty after 
a trial last October which continued 
seventeen days and. aroused more 
intense, public interest than any 
similar court hearing in years. a 
few days after his conviction the 
young woman he was alleged to 
have attacked was married ‘to his 
brother. When a motion for a-new 
trial was heard, an affidavit was 
presented quoting her as denying 
statements Bhe made on the wit- 


ness stand in her story of the al- 
leged mistreatment. The motion 
was overruled and the case wa* 
taken to the supreme court. The 
young woman shortly afterwards 
was indicted on a charge of pDer- 
jury. This case has not been tried. 
She is living at the McNamara 
home. : 

The alleged.attack was the cul- 
mination of an automobile ride in 
the outskirts of Memphis on which 
McNamara was accompanied by two 
other youths and three young wom- 
en. All of the youths were indicted 
on charges similar to that on which 
McNamara was convicted, One es- 
caped and the other is at liberty 
under bond pending trial.

LABOR SHORTAGE 
NOW HAMPERING 
GEORGIA FARMERS 


Serious Condition Is Re- 
ported in Majority of 111 
Counties in Reports 
Made to H. M. Stanley.

Commissioner Stanley

Labor shortage so serious as to 
greatly hamper agricultural pur- 
suits has been reported to H. M. 
Stanley, commissioner of commerce 
and labor, from the majority of 111 
counties in Georgia. In but a few 
counties is there reported to be a 
plentiful supply of farm help for 
hire. 

The information was compiled by 
Commissioner Stanley at the re- 
quest of Governor Dorsey, and was 
obtained in response to several 
thousand letters of inquiry mailed 
to every section of the state by the 
commissioner. 

A summing up of the reports 
shows that the labor scarcity is 
the most acute in the history of 
Georgia, and responsibility is large- 
ly placed on an away-from-the- 
farm movement that has made 
urban inhabitants of thousands of 
the the rural population. 

Operation of emigrant agents, 
Particularly among the negroes, is 
said ‘to be another contributing 
cause. and Commissioner Stanley 
has framed bills: looking to their 
restriction which will be presented 
to the genera] assembly now in 
session.

SWEEPING VICTORY 
FOR SUPPORTERS 
OF ADMINISTRATION 


Auditorium, San Francisco, June 
26.—Administration leaders won a 
sweeping victory in the democratic 
national committee today when that 
body recognized the Palmer group 
of delegates in the Georgia contest 
and refused to give Senator James 
A. Reed, of Missouri, bitter oppo- 
nent of the league of nations, a seat 
in the convention. The vote to keep 
Reed out of the convention was 34 
to 12 and came after a long public 
hearing and an hour and a half of 
discussion behind closed doors, 

The vote to seat the Georgia 
Palmer délegates was unanimous, 
49 votes being recorded in their fa- 
vor with 4 committeemen absent. 
The action of the national commit- 
tee in the Georgia contest carries 
with it the reeiection of Clark How- 
ell as a member of the national 
committee, his delegates having se- 
lected him at the time they were 
named in Georgia. 

The vote by states on the rejec- 
tion of Senator Reed’s claim to a 
Seat in the convention follows:

On motion of J. Bruce Kremer, 
Montana, each side was given thir- 
ty minutes to present its case. It 
was agreed that the committee go 
into executive session to vote on 
the contests after the public hear- 
ing. 
en Opens for Palmer Men. 
ce: Oo Dean, Gainesville, Ga.. 
opened for the Palmer delegates. 
He explained there is no state law 
specifically covering presidential 
preferential primaries and in such 
absence the rules of the democratic 
state executive committee should 
prevail. 

He said the executive committee 
unanimously agreed that the na- 
tional delewates should be chosen 
from the friends of the delegates 
who received the largest county 
unit vote.

Perry Presents Anti-Palmer Case. 


Mr. Perry argued that the elec- 
tion of the Smith-Watson delegates 
was regular.

Delegate Shannon, in his 
speech, said Goltra had been in the 
fifth district not more than three 
years. Goltra, referring to this, said 
he had been in the district many 
times, and never saw Shannon, and 
requested that the next time he

“We don’t need you there,” was 
Shannon’s quick reply. 

Mr. Goltra agreed with the prin- 
cipal facts in the case. He said the 
fifth district delegates were en- 
trusted with a certain mission, They

Colonel John Cosgrove, a dele- 
gate from the eighth Missouri dis- 
trict, declared that if Senator Reed 
had not opposed the national ad- 
ministration in the ratification of 
the league of nations there would 
not have been a vote cast against 
him in the state convention. He 
said he did not sneak in the intere- 
est of any presidential candidate, 
but he did not think the party 
should slap the present administra- 
tion in the face by seating Senator 
Reed, and endanger the chances of 
victory in the coming campaign. 

The question, Cosgrove said, !s 
whether the committee shall stand

COMMERCE CHAMBERS 
WANT GERMANY TO PAY 


Paris, June 26.—The internation- 
al congress of chambers of com- 
meree today adopted a resolution 
recommending that the allied gov- 
ernments notify Germany that no 
further evasion of fulfillment of the 
treaty of Versailles will be permit- 
ted. The resolution, which was 
proposed by the British delegate, 
Hobson, says: 

“The international congress re- 
@ards reconstruction of the devas- 
tated regions of france, Belgium 
and Italy as a most urgent ques- 
tion which must be pressed for- 
ward without delay. The congress 
has taken note of the failure of 
Germany to reduce its army to the 
level required by the treaty of 
Peace. It has also taken note of 
the failure of the Germans ‘to de- 
liver coal and other supplies which 
they undertook to provide, and it is 
the opinion that the Germans have 
not yet given any evidence of an 
honest desire to honor their signa- 
ture on the_treaty of peace. 

Under these circumstances, the 
congress presses upon the govern- 
ments of the allies that the German 
government should be clearly and 
definitely informed that no further 
postponement will be permitted in 
Carrying out the obligations it has 
undertaken with regard to restora-' 
tion of the devastated areas, and in 
making full compliance with the 
terms of the treaty.” 

Copies of the resolution have been 
gent to the premiers of the five 
allied countries.

STATUE IS PLANNED 
TO HONOR MEMORY 
OF CRAWFORD LONG 


In accordance with a resolution 
unanimously adopted by the State 


Medical Association at its last an- 
nual meeting, it is expected that 
a bill will be introduced in the 
house this week appropriating $10,- 
000 for the erection of a statue to 
Crawford W. Long, the famous 
Georgia discoverer of anaesthesia, 
in statuary hall in the capitol at 
Washington.

Senator Dorris, who introduced 
the bill, has asked for it a special 
place on the calendar for next Wed- 
nesday.

“1. Their attitude toward the 
war with Germany. 

“3Their attidude toward the acts 
Craft act. 

“*Their attitude toward the acts 
passed for the more vigorous pros- 
ecution of the war. 

“*4. Their affiliations, political 
and otherwise, with persons whose 
attitude was known to be hostile to 
the war and the acts passed for the 
prosecution thcreof.’

Regulars Meet and Or- 
ganize— Re-Election of 
Clark Howell Ratified. 
Short Address by Palmer. 


By James A. Heollomen. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 26.—The 
Georgia delegation to the demo- 
cratic national convention met at 
5:30 o’clock this afternoon, organ- 
ized, appointed its respective mem- 
bers on the convention committee, 
reaffirmed by unanimous vote the 
selection of Clark Howell as nation- 
al committeeman' for Georgia and 
listened to a ringing ten-minute 
speech by Attorney General Mitchell 
Palmer in which h enot only thank- 
ed Georgia for its splendid leader- 
ship toward his nomination for 
president, but declared he would 
open the balloting with 320 or more 
votes and would be the victor at the 
final ballot of the convention. Mr. 
Palmer vigorously arraigned the 
republican party’s platform for its 
purposeful omission of any refer- 
ence to the war or commendatory 
reference for any soldier who par- 
ticipated or fell or bled in that war, 
and declared the republicans had 
created the big issue of the cam- 
paign by their own enunciation of 
principles. 

The Georgia delegation organiz- 
ed as follows: Chairman of dele- 
gation, Pleasant A. Stovall; secre- 
tary of delegation, Lee J. Langley;

ual strain such as he had never 
undergone before, but he said wt 
the end of it was a platform that 
was reported unapimously and, 
adopted unanimously. Very  dis- 
tinctly he gave the view that if 
complete freedom of discussion 
were allowed, if no one were 
squelched or elbowed out, there 
could perfectly well be harmony 
here. 

Then he turned closer to his sub- 
ject. He said he had just fhis 
morning been made a member of 
the committee on resolutions, 
which writes the platform. Here 
again, with one of his touches of 
inimitable humor, he said he violat- 
ed no co.fidences in telling the au- 
dience that he had not been placed 
on this important committ2e 
against his will. He said, quite 
frankly, that on this committee he 
would have some causes very close 
to his heart. And having said this, 
he swung into his theme with old- 
time fervor. 

He again repeated his statement 
that the surest way to have har- 
mony is to let everybody have his 
say, “and,” he sald, “if there 1s 
anybody here who wants to put. a 
wet plank in the democratic plat- 
form I want him to be heard. Not 
only do I want him to be heard but 
I want him to have a chance to put 
his plank before the convention. 
Not only do I want the convention 
to pass on it, but I shall demand a 
roll eull If there ere any dele- 
gates in this convention who want 
to vote in favor of a wet plank, I 
want their position written down 
in black and white, so that I can 
tell everyone of the people back 
home exactly what they did. If 
there is to be any wet plank in this 
platform, it is not going to be writ- 
ten in secret places and adopted by 
furtive means. 

Must Be Known to World. 


‘““"The name of teh author and the 
name of every man who votes for it 
must be known to all the world. I 
propose to let the members of my 
party know whether any bunch of 
brewers can tie their hands. There 
are twenty-six million women who 
are going to vote in the election for 
the first time, and I propose to let 
them know whether they can vote 
for their ideals through the demo- 
cratic party,. or whether it is the 
purpose of the democratic party to 
deliver them to the brewers. I 
propose to make my party stand 
right on this question, or else the 
brewers take the party over; but I 
propose to make them talk it over 
openly, not secretly.” 

Then, having made it clear that he 
would resist any efforts of the 
wets to get a plank into the plat- 
form, he ~passed on and took the 
other position, about which all the 
party managers have been worrying. 
He made it clear that._he would not 
be content merely to defeat a wet 
plank; ma@e it most emphatic that 
he would ‘nsist upon the patty adopt- 
ing an effirmative dry plank. He 
spoke with burning scorn of the 
failure of the republican party to 
adopt an affirmative plank and of 
their total silence on the prohibi- 
tion question. 

He toM a bit of unwriten history, 
about tke republican convention to 
the effeet that there had been a mi- 
nority veport from the republican 
committee endorsing prohibition. 
but that it had been suppressed by 
adroitness onthe part of the repub- 
lican party management. He jeered 
at the failure of Senator. Lodge’s 
keynote speech In Chicago to allude 
to prohibition. He glowed with in- 
dignation that anybody should take 
the position that prohibition is still 
an open question, after the supreme 
court of the United States has 
passed on it favorably. He left no 


1 doubt of not; merely his intention, 


but his burning determination to 
makethe party zoon record for or 
against an affirmative plank in- 
dorsing prohibition.

Specifically, he said that the way 
to prevent strikes is exactly the 
same as the means proposed for 
preventing war. by the peace treaty.

The nor- 
mal force of this rrocess, he said, 
is all that is needed. 

Vehement About Lengae. 


When Bryan came to the league 
of nations, he again reached the 
heights of vehemence as when he 
spoke of prohibition. The point he 
emphasized in connection with the 
league of nations plank is that 
there should be no sham battle on 
it between the two parties. He 
said it was a disgrace that the 
league of nations should be made 
a party issue to be. fought over 
for four months while the world 
waits. Sigs 

He said that the world is tired of 
war, and the one thing to cling to 
is determination that the recent 
war shall be the lastyone. As he 
said this he received from the audi- 
ence such a demonstration of ap- 
proval as must convince anyone 
that the public wants some kind 
of league of nations. and wants it 
quickly and without any more hag- 
glinge or minute reservations. 

The applause which Mr. Bryan 
received from the typical American 
audience of the best kind bodes ill 
for the republicans if they make a 
campaign on unrestricted opposition 
to any league of nations whatever. 
Throughout his entire speech Mr. 
Bryan had the vefy obvious appfrov- 
al of his audience. . 
Indeed, your correspondent sus- 
pects that it was this obvious apn- 
proval of the audience that made 
him expand. That the other party 
leaders here, and the convention ag 
a whole, wil] take account of this 
episode today, there meed be no 
doubt whatever.

Will End Hated Shots. 

Adopt‘on ‘of the modification 
would certairiy do sway with the 
necessity for play‘ag these shots 
generally hated by the American 
golfer. In a game where the aver- 
age of sportsmanship is so high, it 
is almost unthinkable that the 
Player neafer the hole would refuse 
to putt out of bis opponent’s way 
when allowed to do so under the 
rule. Should the nearer man refuse 
to lift, his oppohent has twe 
courses of action—he can lift the 
nearer man’s ball, conceding the 
putt, or he can proceed as under 
the old rule by hopping or playing 
around the tall. His course will 
undoubtedly be determpittnd by the 
proximity of the nearer man’s ball 
to the hole. If the nearer man is 
close, the opponent would be wise 
in lifting, thereby losing nothing 
in conceding the putt. If, however, 
the nearer man is not close the 
opponent would probably attempt 
to negotiate the stymie, thereny 
leaving, the other man a chance to 
miss his putt or possibly laying 
him a stymie in turn. 

The Objections. 

The most sericus objection to the 
modification of the rule lies in the 
fact that it tends to deprive the 
nearer man of the right he has won 
to make his cy,onent putt first. 


This is no small advantage. Valu- 
able informatior concerning the 
roll of the green may be secured hy 
watching an opponent’s putt. Then 
again, the nearer man has the right 
to know whether his opponent is 
going to hole out or not before ne 
plays, ag the success or failure o’ 
the opponent to do this is likely tv 
make a difference in the manner 
of—play, whether he has but one 
shot for a win or a half and muszt 
make a bold stab for the hole, 
whether he has two or more sho 
and can afford to play safe. 


These are the apparent disad- 
vantages in the proposed modifics- 
tion. Some golfers will hold that 
the combined drawbacks of the

Missouri Man Discusses 
Action of Committee in 
Barring Him —Effort to 
Exclude League Oppo- 
nents. 


San Francisco, June 2.—Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, whuse claim to a 
seat in the convention from the 
fifth Missouri! district, was rejected 


by the national committee, tonight 
Save out a statement asserting that 
the action of the committee can be 
taken as nothing more nor less than 
an effort to “exclude from the coun- 
sels of the party a man whose de- 
mocracy is unchallenged and un- 
questioned, solely upon the ground 
that in the United States senate, 
acting under his oath of office, he 
opposed the league of nations.” 

The Missouri senator said he 
would carry the case before the 
credentials committee, hoping nad 
expecting that a different spirit 
will prevail there. 

Senator Reed said he did not 
seek the seat in the convention. “I 


was elected in the first instance 
during my absence in Washington,” 
he said, “and felt that I could do 


nothing less than respond to the’ 
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request of the iargest democratic 
district in the United States. The 
objection to my credentials was 
purely technical. None was here 
claiming the seat! indeed, the alter- 
nate refused to take the seat to 
which I had been elected and sent 
mé &@ proxy authorizing me to take 
his . place.’’ 

Continuing, Senator Reed said: 
‘The unfortunate part of it is that 
if the impression gets abroad that 
men ought to be excluded from 
participation in the democratic 
councils because they are not for 
the. league of nations as Mr. Wil- 
son delivered it, -then a large per- 
céntage of the democratic party 
throughout the nation may feel that 
they are in like manner to be ex- 
cluded. If a sifmilar policy is to be 
pursued of excluding those who do 
not agree with everything the ma- 
chine of the party desires, it might 
result in the exclusion of a man 
because he was a wet, or becanse 
he was a dry, or beacause he was 
in favor of woman suffrage or

THE CONVENTION. 


Tomorrow morning the national 
democratic convention will open in 
the municipal auditorium of San 


Francisco to adopt a platform upon 
which to go before the American 
people in what bids fair to be one 
of the most spirited political cam- 
paigns in the history of our coun- 
try, and to designate, in all prob- 
ability, a successor to Woodrow 
Wilson as president of the United 
tates. 

Upon few occasions, if ever, has 
public interest on the eve of a 
political gathering been so general 
and so keen as in this instance, 
due largely to the desperate deter- 
mination of the republican organi- 
zation to, if possible, wrest control 
of the machinery of national gov- 
ernment from the democrats, and 
reinstate itself in power after eight 


historic years of waiting as a sec- 


ondary party. 

Interest in this convention is 
heightened, too, by the general con- 
viction on the part of the public 
that the ticket nominated at San 
Francisco will be victorious at the 
polls next November, provided, of 
course, no fatal mistake is made 
by the delegates either as to plat- 
form construction or in the choice 
of men.

THE SUFFRAGE ISSUE. 

The woman suffrage issue pro- 
jected itself early in the 1920 ses- 
sion of the Georgia legislature— 
on the second day, to be exact—in 
the form of an appeal, led by State 
Senator Fermor Barrett, in behalf 
of a proposed amendment to the 
state constitution such 2s would en- 
franchise women in Georgia. 

As was to have been expectec, 
the mere suggestion of action upon 
this subject precipitated a wran- 
gle, and all that came of it was the 
postponement of further consider- 
ation of Senator Barrett’s proposal 
—he being the author of the 
amendment now pending — until 
next Monday. 

The Geofgia legislature has a 
splendid opportunity to render a 
distinct ‘ervice to the democratic 
party nationally by ratifying the 
federal suffrage amendment. 

In all probability the amendment 
will become law in time for the 
women of the whole country to 
vote in the November election. 

It has bee. ratified by thirty-five 
of the thirty-six legislatures whose 
favorable action is necessary to 
complete ratification; and the indi- 
cations now are that either Ten- 
nessee or North Carolina is to 
avail itself of the honor and dis- 
tinction of being the thirty-sixth 
state to ratify.

“Timber depletion has not re- 
sulted from the use of our forests, 
but from their devastation. There 
‘are 463,000,000 acres-of forest lands 
of all classes in the United States, 
Including burned, culled and cut- 
over.” 

Of this amount, he told the sen- 
ate, “81,000,000 acres is an unpro- 
ductive waste”—land that.is suit- 
able for forestation, but nothing 
else. ; 

And, he continued: 

“Upon enormous additional areas 
the growth is so small itn amount 
or of such inferior character that 
its economic value ia rsegligible. 
These forest lands will produce the 
\timber required by the country if 
they are kept at work full time 
growing trees. But unless timber 
growth takes the place of devasta- 
tiom from forest fires and destruc- 
tive methods of cutting, our con- 
sumption of lumber must drop to 
the level of European countries, 
where wood is an imported luxury.” 

This timber situation presents 
a serious problem, and one that is 
restricted to no state nor section, 
but to the whole country. And the 
sooner the public and our state 
officials, especially our legislators, 
sense it in the full extent of its 
significance, and apply measures 
of relief, the better it will be for 
the country and every inhabitant. 


GOOD OLD SUMMERTIME. 

The winter-growler, who looked 
from frosty. windows and saw noth- 
ing but dreariness in the weather, 
though the bright home-fire was 
saying a world of cheerful things 
to him, is now the hottest-day-of- 
the-year man.

WILSON—DEAD OR ALIVE? 


olden days, and our restaurants 
and cafes are now generuily em- 
ployed as places in which to eat 
and while away an hour without 
either getting. drunk or 5e.ng an- 
noyed by ribald drinkers.

enemy by the president.” Profes- 
sor A. L. Pollard, of the University 
of London, now writes in his new 
book on the world war that despite 
its shortcomings, the Paris confer- 
ence, chiefly through the creation 
of the league of nations, “achieved 
higher ideals than those attained 
by any of 
peace.” 

The truth is, to go back no fur- 
ther than August, 1914, Woodrow 
Wilson has spoken and acted for 
the American people. And this peo- 
ple followed him during the anxious 
days of neutrality and stamped his 
leadership with approval at the 
polls of 1916. They followed him 
with splendid enthusiasm into war 
and gave him their approval when 
he stated the purposes for which 
we fought and the terms on which 
we would grant an armistice. 

And then he went to Paris and 
was largely instrumental in dic- 
tating a treaty and covenant which 
has been signed by every other 
civilized nation in the world. The 
United States senate neglected that 
treaty. Then Mr. Wilson appealed 
to the people. By every cannon of 
reason and justice he has won a 
right to have the clear-cut issue of 
the approval or rejection of this 
treaty as he gubmitted it to the sen- 
ate, submitted to the vote of the 
people.

The quarrel which has now 


Great Britain over the Turkish ar- 


rangement has been brewing for 
many months. It is not in a 
sense a difference comparable with 
the discussion over the size of the 
German indemnity or the treatment 
of the conquered enemy; it is purely 
and simply the consequence of a ri- 
valry which is exactly the sort of 
Lets whichinthe eighteenth cen- 
tury divided France and Britain in 
America and in India—it is a quar- 
rel growing out of conflicting colo- 
nial aspirations. 


But in a sense the quarrel is not 
limited to France and Britain, the 
whole world is concerned, and the 


Upited States is measureably wa. 
sponsible through President il- 
son for the acuteness of the pres- 
ent crisis. It is the refusal of the 
Armenian mandate, which the presi- 
dent advocated at Paris, which has 
in turm produced the whole collapse 
of the Turkish solution. 


Origin of Dispute. 
To go back*to the origin of the 
present dispute, one must travel! all 


the tortuous bypaths of secre: 
treaties from the moment when the 
world war broke out. Early in the 
struggle France and Great Britain 
agreed that Russia should have not 
only Constantinople, but also a 
broad strip of territory extending 
from Russian Armenia. Russia 
would thus not only command the 
straits which are the issue of the 
Black sea, but would have imme- 
diate access to the Mediterranean. 


By similar bargains France was 
assured possession of Syria, with 4 
hinterland stretching back to the 
Euphrates and the Tigris, and in- 


cluding both Mosul and Diabekr. 
with the valuable oil and mineral 
lands adjacent. Britain was to 
have Mesopotamia, a protectorate 
over Palestine, and Russia and 
Britain had already divided Persia 
into spheres of interest. Italy, 
when she entered the war, was 
promised the Adallan coast west of 
the Gulf of Alexandretta, and 
Greece was from time to time prom- 
ised Symrna and its hinterland. 

But the collapse of Russia 
changed the situation. So also did 
the rise of an Arabian state, backed 
by the British which proved a val- 
uable aid to British operations 
against the Turk, culminating in 
the great victory of Samaria and 
the destruction of two Turkish 
armies about the plain of Armaged- 
don. The Arabians claimed for 
themselves all of the Syrian lands 
and the British first made a treaty 
with the Arabs, recognizing their 
claims and then with the French, 
the Sykes-Picot treaty, indorsing 
an Anglo-French division of the 
Arab territories. 

At Paris the inevitable collision 
occurred. France fnsisted upon her 
treaty rights, the Arabs upon theirs. 
The United States inclined to sup- 


port the Arabs on the principle of 
self-determination. But the main 
factor was still the Turkish. Who 
was to undertake the task of deal- 
ing with the great mass of Anato- 
lian Turks, inhabiting and holding 
most of the peninsular of Asia Mi- 
nor. It was no little task, because 
the Turks were capable of putting 
armies in the field and making a 
determined resistance in a country 
wholly suitable for warfare of the 
sort all colonfal nations most fear. 
America and Armenia. 

The Paris solution was simple. 
The United States was to take the 
greatest burden, which was Arme- 
nia, the French were to take a part 
of Syria, the British Mesopotamia 
and Palestine, the Italians Ada- 
lia and the Greeks Smyrna. The 
combined nations were to supply 
the troops necessary to conquer and 
subdue the Turks, each defending 
its own mandate region. Thus it

More- 
over it was not less clear that 
the French’ share in the spoils of 
Turkey would be fare less than the 
British. In a word, the French felt 
that the British had laid hold of 
the lion’s share of the Turk’s es- 
tate and what remained was not 
worth the price of a new war. 

France therefore changed policy? 
and (ended toward the Italian view 
which favored the abandonment of 
any attempt to partition Turkey and 
the substitution of a plan of more 
or less concealed protectorate over 
"hurkey by the great powers. This 
would mean the scrapping of the 
treaty already drafted, the resto- 
ration of something approximating 
the condition of 1914, that is, in 
Asia Minor. It would mean the 
reservation of Turkey once more, 
or precisely the same reason Tur- 
key has been saved so often in the 
past, namely, that the great pow- 
ers could not agree upon a divi- 
sion. 

View Caused Crisis. 

The French view has produced a 
crisis. Turkish nationalists are in 
arms and their forces dominate 


most of Asia Minor and are pushing 
up to the Asiatic shore of the Bos- 
porus facing Constantinople, whete 
the British are still masters. The 
French and Turks have agreed to 
an armistice north of the Gulf of 
Alexandretta, where there has been 
fihting. The Greeks have to expect 
a new attack back of Smyrna at 
any moment. The Italians are out 
of the situation. Thus the whole 
question comes squarely up to the 
British. 

So far as one can see the British 
must either decide to undertake a 
new and considerable war against 


the Turks, which means not impos- 
sibly fighting the Russians as well, 
or they must abandon the present 
hold upon many Turkish regions, 
perhaps tpon Arabian Bagdad. The 
whole settlement of the eastern 
question goes into the melting pot, 
and India and Egypt are again ex- 
posed to obvious perils. And in the 
guletiog situation in the ‘United 

ingdom a new war, which involves 
appeal to conscription, 
given the enormous drain upon 
British regular troops resulting 
from the Irish disturbances, is

In the struggle between diploma- 
cies tn the Near East, the British as

New York, June 26.—Not since 
Mayor Gaynor cast his pearls of 
wisdom at the feet of Father Knick- 
erbocker has New York had a gtfeat, 
big human-understanding official in 
public life. That is not until New 
York found and claimed’ J. ‘ 
Ritchie, president of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Coach company, as its own. 
Ritchie is head of the company that 
operates those swaying, circular 
staircased buses that weave their 
way lumberingly but safely through 
the maze of Fifth avenue traffic. 


Most New Yorkers hail from the 
small towns, but they forget, unfor- 
tunately, their small town “bringing 


up.” They get flint-hearted and citi- 
fied before they drop suspenders for 
belts. But Ritchie hasn't and he is 
responsible for the success of the 
most uniformly courteous public 
utility in America. 

The glamour of New York means 
nothing to him. He sees it as dead 
tinsel and knows that it is after all 
just a great big overgrown island 
with a bunch of people pust as hu- 
man ag the folk back in his home- 
town in Illinois. His town used 
to be on the map in lead péncil, 
but recen?ly some fresh baking soda 
drummer rubbed it off. 


Not long ago some woman, soured 
perhaps by an early “amour,” wrote 


a letter to Mr. Ritchie complaining 
about the spooners atop the Fifth 
avenue buses. She said it was “‘dis- 
gusting” and “revolting.” Think 
what would have happened in our 
youth if some woman had written 
the local editor about our hand- 
holding buggy rides? Terrible to 
contemplate. 

But Mr. Ritchie knew how to han- 
dle the matter. His reply began: 
“Dear Madam: What is this you ask 
of me?’ Thus proving that he had 
a proper bringing up and hasn't 
forgotten it.

work. The writer complained that’ 
the merrily whistled tunes of said 
conductor added nothing to his gen- 
eral interest in life as life goes 
nowadays and- asked that Mr. 
Ritchie take the necessary measures 
to insure the patrons of the buses 
against flat renditions of such clas- 
sics’as “I'll See You in C-U-B-A.” 


Did Mr. Ritchie .fire the con- 
ductor? He did not. He not only 


defended him, but praised him for 
being a splendid type of worker.

San Francisco, Cal., June 26.— 
Sixteen candidates to be put in 
nomination, with formal nominat- 
ing speeches, at the convention 
next week! Sixteen is the score 
at this writing, with others coming 
in every day. The latest entrant 
is Senator Chamberlain, of Ore- 
zon, and at least one addition may 
be expected yet. Of course, not 
all these are serious candidates. In 
Several cases the ceremony is 
merely a friendiv compliment to a 
popular man. which costs no more 
than twenty minutes of the conven- 
tion’s time. A man who is a can- 
didate forit*a local state office is 
thought to be helped with his own 
voters by the- fact that he cut a 
figure in the race for the presi- 
dency. In at Jeast a few cases it 
means the ambition of some one to 
make a speech, and is a case in 
which an amiable politician assents 
to the request of a speech-making 
friend to let his hame be put in 
nomination. 

Without saying for 
anything very definite about the 
relative chances of the sixteen in 
the balloting, they can be roughly 
classified.. as regards both thelr 
abilitv and their availability. 

I’ vis io Statestien Class. 
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besa apart. - The present ambassa- 
dor to England. John W. Davis, of 
West Virginia, is ahead of -all the 
others, not necessarily as a proba- 
bility. but by virtue of his qualli- 
ties. 

I have talked with no democratic 
leader who does not say that Mr. 
Davis, by the quality of his mind 
and the distinction of his person- 
ality, is more surely in the class 
of statesmen than any other candi- 
date. Mr. Davis is not merely an 
outstanding man in a period of our 
history when, as in the present 
year, the whole problem both of 
the democrats and of the repub- 
licans was to pick one from among 
several men who were not out- 
| standing. Mr. Davis would have 
made a sood president of the United 
States at any period in its history. 
and if he were made president now 
would stand shoulder to shoulder 
with any president the democrats 
have ever named. He could be one 
of the democratic demi-gods like 
Cleveland or Tilden. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Davis as a 
probability In this convention does 
not rank equally with Mr. Davis 
as a statesman. Democratic lead- 
ers who admit Mr. Davis’ standing 
quality in a spirit of generous and 
friendly admtration, give three ob- 
jections to choosing him. The first 
is that “the fellows don’t know 
Davis.” By “the fellows,” they mean 
the delegates. It is quite true that 
Mr. Davis’ career, as congressman 
several years ago, as solicitor gen- 
eral of the United States. and as 
ambassador to Great Britain, 
not brought him into close contact 
with the rank and file of the par- 
ty -workers. 

Not a Final Objection. 

It is natural enough that the 
delegates should be unlikely to 
choose a man of whom they know 
little, but this is far from a final 
objection. Scores and hundreds of 
delegates will vote for candidates 
of whom they have no personal 
knowledge, but whom they accept 
on faith at the behest of the lead- 
ers. If some strong leader were 
to put his heart into the Davis 
movement the delegates would not 
resist him. 

The second objection made to Mr. 
Davis is that he is not known to 
the public at large. That also is 
true. If Mr. Davis were nominated, 
the business of the democrats dur- 
ing the campaign would be to make 
Mr. Davis known to the public. But 
'that is what a campaign is for, and 
the four months of a campaign is 
ample time for it. That, also, Is 
‘not a final objection. 
| Aside from.these other minor rea- 
sons are given against choosing Mr. 
Davis. One is that as a congress- 
man, he voted against woman suf- 
frage. But there no candidate 
bas to whom some such objection 
cannot be made. Objections of this 
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kind arise out of the spirit which 
is too prevalent in determining a 


amining the record to see whether 
a candidate would be acceptable to 
this group of Voters, or that group 
of voters. or the other group of 
voters. This spirit of approa to- 
ward naming a candidate will hever 


tends to arrive at a neutral per- 
sonality, who merely has the nega- 
tive merit that there are no strong 
objections to him. The net of the 
situation as regards Mr. Davis is 
that he is only likely to be nomi- 
nated in case some powerful leader 
or group of leaders rises high 
enough to consider his nomination 
from an elevation greater than now 
prevails. 


Palmer an Outstanding Figure. 
Next to Mr. Davis, that one among 
the candidates who probably has 


the best title to he desired as a 
hig man is Attorney Genera) Pal- 
mer. It is true that after leaving 
Davis you travel a considerabk dis- 
tance down the line before you ar- 
rive at Mr. Palmer. Nevertheless, 
Palmer's associates in the cabinet 
and in the management of the demo- 
cratic party concede to him qualities 
of breadth and wisdo which dis- 
tinguish him from most ¥f the other 
widely discussed candidates. It is 
probably true of Palmer, as it is of 
another distinguished Pennsylvanian 
—Senator Penrose—that if circum- 
stances had not drawn him into 
devoting so much time to they 
minutial of practical politics he 
might have been, by virtue of great- 
er leisure for reflection and more 
time for large affairs, a_ states- 
man. If Palmer had not been drawn 
into hewing wood and carrying 
water for tre democratic organiza- 
tion in Pennsylvania and at Wash- 
ington he might have stood nearer 
Mr. Davis as a lawyer and man of 
thought. 


Palmer is not only outstanding as 
to personality, but also in number of 
delegates he has. Palmer will un- 
doubtedly lead the balloting in the 
beginning. but nearly every leader 
points out weighty arguments of 
expediency against Palmer. He is 
supposed to have alienated consider- 
able sections of the voters by the 
conduct «f his office. Generally 
speaking, a prosecuting officer who 
conducts his office vigorously, is 
not widely popular. At the time of 
a trime he will be extravagantly 
praised for officia] vigor, but when 
apprehension subsides the public 
tends to have distaste and suspi- 
clon Of any one who is identified 
With the police branch of the gov- 
ernment. If Palmer should be nom- 
inated it will -be done only with full 
consciousness of these handicaps. It 
will be done in the spirit that Mr. 
Palmer is a good and able man, and 
that the party is willing to name 
him and go down to defeat, if nec- 
essary, with its ranks intact under 
a capable leader for whom it needs 
make no apologies, 

Next Comes McAdoo. 


Next in the order of outstanding 
distinction comes McAdoo. In spite 
of the undeniable good faith of Mr.

His weakness is the one that men 
of action often have, being esteem- 
ed for action and being devoted to 
getting something done, he occa- 
sionally falls into the sort of action 
that is too slap-dash, too much 
based upon the theory of do some- 
thing and do it now. McAdoo is un- 
deniably a big man. For eight years 
he has been under the intent scru- 
tiny of assoclates in the cabinet 
and amone the party leaders. Anda 
if he had any insuperable faults, 
those faults would now be fully 
known. The fact that so large 2 
number of leaders and delegates 
sineerelw helieve McAdoo to be the 
hest man and eincerely want him 
is in itself proof of quality. 

Governor Cox, of Ohio. 


The next move outstanding fig- 
rue is Governor Cox, of Ohio. His 
distinction is that of a man who 
has been three times governor of 
his state and comes to the end of 
that career with a record. that 
makes him both popular with the 
voters and esteemed by the thought- 
ful men of his state. He has been 
a good administrator in the sense 
of getting things done and in man- 
aging business of the state capa- 
bly. On the side of thought he has 
been always forward-looking arid 
sympathetic to safe progress. On 
grounds of expediency. the argu- 
ment in his behalf is that his loca- 
tion in Ohio gives hope of carry- 
ing that pivotal state against Har- 
dine. On the same ecrounds of ex- 
pediency. his position as a wet 
rives him both elements of 
strength and elements of weak- 
ness. Those leaders who believe 
that the democrats’ best chance is 
to take the wet side and get the 
large wet vote, which is known 
to exist in several eastern states. 
want to name Cox. Of course, this 
same fact that Cox has come to ba 
rezarded as the candidate of the 
wets creates reasons of expediency 
against him. <A good deal depends:

Vice President Marshall. -

tle closer to the nomination than 
he himself knows. The difference 
between the Marshall that is and 
the Marshall that would be the bea- 
eficiary of a powerful movement. is 
very slight. That difference les 
largely in so small a thing as cer- 
tain tricks of speech and manner 
that Mr. Marshall has. He has al- 
ways belittled himself by too much 
indulgence in his gift for pungent 
phraseology. He has solid quali- 
ties of character and ability. ut 
he let them be ignored and forgpt- 
ten in the obscurity of the vice 
presidency. While he has permit- 
ted the public to see only that part 
of him which occasionally makes 
a humorous speech or emits a jocu- 
lar phrase, he has made the pub- 
lic think of him as a country store- 
porch talker and the people don't 
kriow his solid qualities. His re- 
cent telezram to Governor Coolidge 
tendering “condolences.” upon get- 
ting the nomination for the vice 
presidency, was an added proof of 
his impish genius for whimsicality 
right at a moment when several 
important leaders were _ consider- 
ing putting him forward for the 
presidency. 2 

The democratic senators and the 
other leaders know Mr. Marshall's 
solid qualities. If they could be sure 
that the public knew them or that 
they could make the public ac- 
auainted with them in the short 
four months of the campaign, Mr. 
Marshall might well be the nomi- 
nee. 

Chairman Homer Cummings. 

The national chairman, Mr. Homer 
Cummines, of Connecticut, is among 
those who will be put in nomina- 
tion. Mr. Cummings is a man of 
thourht. He functions in the world 
of ideas. He is entirely capable of 
doing good handiwork with the ma- 
terials of statesmanship. He has 
one quality that makes him out- 
standing here. He is one of the very 
few democratic leaders who truly 
and spontaneously believes whole- 
heartedly in the league of nations. 
Cummings believes in the league of 
nations in the same way and to the 
same degree that President Wilson 
does. There are plenty of leaders 
who believe in the league or who 
hclieve it is good policy to stand 
hy the league, but the thing that 
distinguishes Cummings in his pris- 
tine ardor about it. Cummings re- 
tains today just as exalted a mood 
about this ‘gallant adventure in the 
direction of peace for mankind &s 
President Wilson himself had when 
he first burst upon the world with 
it. If. President Wilson were to 
contro! this nomination and if he 
were governed by the wish to name 
some one who could put the pres- 
ident’s own heart vicariously behind’ 
the league of nations, Cummings 
might come to the front. 

Some Clearly Impossible. 


Of course, the nomination may 
go to any one of the other ten now 
stated to be put in nomination, or 
it may go to some one not yet 
mentioned. Of the other ten *some 
are clearly impossible. No party 
with its mind on Victory is going 
to put up for the presidency a man 
who come from as far south as 
Senator Simmons, of North Caro- 
lina. Probably it would not put up 
for the presidency a man from so 
far south as Senator Glass. of 
Virginia. although Glass has abun- 
dant character and ability to qual- 
ify him. Governor Edwards, of New 
Jersey, of course, regardless of his 
‘ersonal politics, is in this situ- 
ation here—merely an episode of 
comic relief. Champ Clark is too 
old. The secretary of agriculture. 
E. T. Meredith, of Iowa, might have 
a chance if he were better known 
or if his state was a doubtful one. 
The democrats either in the nomi- 
nation for president or vice pres- 
ident should be able to guarantee 
the winning of Iowa, that would go 
far toward winning the country, but 
Iowa is almost as thorough-going a 
republican atate as Pennsylvania. As 
the late Senator Dolliver used to put 
it: “Iowa will zo democrat when

*rold-laced gentlemen,” When he

clubs in New York and Washington. ’

national convention. Senator Hale 
is in New York, and at his office it 
was saig that there was no record 
of Admiral Decker’s letters, which 
were dated June 17. Attaches of the 
office recalled that Senator Hale re- 
ceived aletter from Admiral Decker 
early in the senate investigation of 
the award of naval decorations, 

At this investigation it was devel- 
oped that Admiral Decker had been 
removed ag naval attache at Madrid, 
following representations to the 
atate department by Ambassador 
Willard that the admiral, in hig 
work there, was encroaching on 
diplomatic functions. 

l'o Give False Meaning. 
The admiral declared in his let- 


ter that “from my personal knowl- 
edge of Mr. Daniels’ character, I 
am led to believe that whatever is 
cited in his statements to the dis- 
eredit of the officers is so pervert- 
ed and twisted as to give the actual 
facts a falsé meaning.” 

“It is probable and more than 
likely,” Admiral MDecker'’s’ letter 
said, “that if these officers had 
served the gods that Mr. Daniels 
worshipped they would today have 
been fattening on the navy as com- 
manders of fleets on active duty 
or in pleasant jobs in Washington. 
To me, as to other high officers of 
the navy, it has come that if we 
would bow down and do the wishes 
of Mr. Daniels we would receive 
the rewards therefor—intimations 
that come by circuitous rcutes and 
underhanded, sneaking ways, s0 
that no one can take hold of them. 

“My explanation of the inciden‘s 
set forth by Mr. Daniels is based 
upon my personal experience with 
him. This explanation is that Mr. 
Daniels found these officers would 


by the use of the power of ridicule, 
Sarcasm and half truths, that as a 
newspaper man he has learned how 
to use so skillfully; by the use of 
the strength of publicity secured 
through his newspaper connections, 
all the weapons which Prussianism 
used to destroy its enemies, ani 
autocracy has used through the 
ages to maintain its power, | 

“In my opinion afl credit Is due | 
to these men that they have fought | 
unto the end and upheld the stand- 
ard of uprightness, loyalty to coun- | 
try, self-sacrifice, hard work and 
gentlemanly conduct, attributes 
tnat the ideal navy officer has al- 
ways revered. 

“I have no desire in this letter 
to ‘bring out my personal experi- 
ences with Mr. Danicls, but. Le! 
knows of them, and he knows, if 
he knows the difference between ' 
right and wrong, that he has been 
dishonest; that he has been auto- 
cratic; that he has abused hie pow- 
er; that he has done ail this for 


*" “In any reorganization of the 
navy today,” Admiral Decker con- 
tinued, ‘“‘the navy needs, and the 
best interests of the country dc- 
mand, that there shall be placed 
in the navy department a naval of- 
ficer big enough and broad envugh 
and of sufficient ability ‘to main- 
tain the standards of the navy 
against the encroachments of the 
civilian seeretaries, who seek to 
make of the navy a politcal organ- 
ization.” ; 
Roosevelt Also Assailed. 


In another letter to Chairman 
Hale, also published in The Army 
and Navy Revister, Admiral Decker 
assails Assistant Secretaty Roose- 
velt for his references to a “holier- 
than-thou” group of officers at the 
navy war college at Newport, ina 
recent communication to a member 
of congress suggesting’ certain 
changes in the naval organization. 

“This is the group-of officers,” 
Admiral Decker declared, “who 
have stood out against the intro- 
duction of politics into the navy 
and have sacrificed themsélves for 
the good of the navy and not fat- 
tened on it. 

“These may be the same officers 
who were scornfully referred to as 
‘gold-laced gentlemen’ when on a 
previous occasion. Mr. Roosevelt 
sought to ingratiate himself with 
the working men, and the same to 
whom his confidential clerk writes 
letters giving instructions that 
they dare not give in public with 
regard to laboring men, 

“But they are not scorned as 
‘gold-laced gentlemen’ when he 
meets them in rich clubs in New 
York and Washington.” 

Asserting the navy should be s>2 
organized that all “technical §re- 
sponsibility” rests upon the shoui- 
ders of a naval officer, Admiral 
Decker declared this was “not 
Prrscianism, but common sense.”

DULL AND AIMLESS 
KET IN STOCKS 


Few Members Attended 
Saturday’s Short Ses- 
sion, and the Day’s Mar- 
ket Was Without Fea- 
ture of Any Kind. 


New York, June 26.—Trading on 
the stock exchange today was dull 
to the point of stagnation, the total 
dealings being almost the smallest, 
even for a week-end ~- session, in 
many years. 

Except among the usual specula- 
tive favorites, fluctuations held 
within the most contracted limits. 
A few specialties and investment 
rails imparted a firm to strong tone 
at the close. 

Trading in bonds was on a par 
with the stagnation in the stock 
market. The only feature was the 
Anglo-French 5s, which rose te 
within the smallest fraction of par. 
Total sales of bonds (par value) ag- 
gregated $4,775,000. In the old 
United States bonds an advance of 
% per cent was made by the 4s on 
call during the week. 

The clearing house statement was 
interesting for its recovery of last 
week’s reserves, an actual deficit 
of that period being replaced by an 
increase of slightly more than $28,- 
000,000. 

Other noteworthy changes in the 
bank statement included a gain of 
about $23,700,000 in reserves 
members at the federal\reserve bank 
and a decrease of alproximately 
$60,000,000 in net demand deposits. 

Weekly surveys of business con- 
ditions by the mercantile agencies 
confirmed general advices of a fur- 
ther let-down in many linesof trade, 
due in part to political and crop un- 
certainties and in a large measure 
to freight congestion arising from 
labor disturbances.

Great Growth for Atlanta 


Seen in South’s Expansion 


“Atlanta” is the subject of a head- 
ing article in The Southern Banker 
for June. The importance of the 
article is due largely to its author- 
ship, having been written by E. H. 
Pringle, vice president Bank of 
Charleston, B. A. Charleston. S&S. 
C. Not only does it present Atlanta 
from a number of irc.eresting view- 
points, but it is also a_pleasing trib- 
ute from a prominent banker resid- 
ing in a distant city. 

Mr. #?ringle’s vobservatiors 
[quoted as follows: 

“The spring of 1920 finds the city 
of Atlanta facing a period of in- 
tensive development and expansion 
[that seems likely to last_for at least 
five years and perhaps indefinitely 
longer.

Louis, C’ucinnati, Pittsburg and 
Chicago to the winter playgrounds 
to the south along the east and 
west coast of the peninsula of 
Florida.

It was then added “From 
this brief synopsis of the exploita- 
tion of the Chicago & Alton, it is 
evident that its history is rich in 
illustrations of various indefensible 
financing. By way of justification 
Or excuse we are told that the 
methods of financing the railroads 
which prevailed in the year 1900 
are now obsolete, owing to a. higlr- 
er degree of conscientiousness 
among financiers.” 

In its recommendations the com- 
mission pointed out: ‘The function 
of a railraad corporation should be 
confined to furnishing transporta- 
tion. Railroads should not be per- 
mitted to invest generally in stocks, 
bonds and securities of other ratl- 
roads and steamship companies, ex- 
cept connecting lines; it is to the 
interest of the public to facilitate 
consolidation of connecting lines. 
Railroad securities should be safe 
and conservative investments for 
the people. To this end the risks of 
the railroad should be reduced to a 
minimum. Every one Knows that 
railway securities fluctuate’ more or 
less according to the properity of 
the times. But it adds to the ele- 
ment of hazard to a railroad’s cap- 
ital and credit to have its funds in- 
vested in the stock of other com- 
panies, thereby endangering its sol- 
vency and its ability to pay reason- 
able dividends. It is a serious men- 
ace to the financial condition of 
"| the country if large systems fail to 
meet their obligations or go into the 
hands of receivers. The time -has 
come when some reasonable regula- 
tion should be imposed upon the is- 
suance of securities of railways en- 
gaged in interstate commerce.”

When asked if she ‘herself got 
plenty of food, Mrs. Hinson replied 
that she did. “That is when I got 
time. There was so much to do be- 
fore breakfast that .we omitted the 
meal as rule. Luncheon was apt 
to be a bit sketchy. Our first real 
repast came at 8 o’clock. However,” 
she added, “one doesn’t have much 
appetite when people are dying 
about her like flies.” 

When the American relief ad- 
ministration took over the doling 
out of bread Mrs. Hinson was trans- 
ferred to orphanage work. Under 
her direction the thousands of or- 
phans in Tiflis were assembled in 
twenty-one buildings and given 
regudar meals, clothes, baths and 
some instruction. 


The Orphans. 


“That was the work I loved best 
of all,” she declared. “The orphans 
were such pitiful little creatures 
when first they came to us. ‘he 
arms of some of the little chil.ren 
were no bigger round than my fin- 
ger. They had lived in damp, cold 
cellars or demolished houses for 
years. They had suffered so much 
that at first it was impossible to 
make them smile. But when I left 
—You should see them! Round and 
fat and smiling!” 

Mrs. Hinson organized her or- 
phanage work under the most try- 
ing circumstances, When first she 
took it in hand there were no win- 
dows in the buildings to let in light 
or air, no stoves, no running water, 
nothing with which to work. But 
at the end of a few months she had 
worked such marvels that the title 
was unanimously given. her of 
“most efficient woman relief 
worker in the Caucasus.”

Farm Bureau Would Aid 
Transportation of Farm 
Produce to Atlanta. 


Recognizing the fact that the 
motor truck as an inter-city carrier 
has assumed a permanent place in 
the general scheme of transporta- 
tion, the farm bureau eof the At. 
‘anta Chamber of Commerce and 
the State College of Agriculture. 
working in co-operation with county 
agricuitural agents, extension spe- 
cialists and other agencies, is plan- 
ning to organize motor track lines 
to transport farm ‘products f* sth 
nearby prints to Atlanta ant to 
carry fieight and express to the 
country. 

The princiral line now being given 
considerat.on is to extend from At- 
lanta to Blairsville by way of At- 


pharetta, Cumminr, Dawsonville and 
Dahlonega. The state highway de- 
partment has approved the project 
which provides for a first class 
road embracing the points mention- 
ed. This will traverse one of the 
richest agricultural sections of 
Georgia and will pass through -sev- 
eral counties, the boundaries of 
which are not reached by rajlroads. 
Work on this road is now in prog- 
réss at several different points. 5 
may be a year or two hefore the 
highway is entirely compi!eted. 
However, a portion of the road 
should be in reasonable condition 
within the next few months. 

M. C. Gay, of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce farm bureau, and 
W. S. Brown, district agent, have 
made investigations relative to the 
line 
through this territory and have dis- 
cussed the proposition with a num- 
ber of business men and farmers 
along the line who are very much 
interested in the project. This mat- 
ter will be pushed as rapidly as 
the road development will warrant. 
It may not be practicable to start 
the transportation project in the 
but if farmers 
along the line are reasonably sure 
that marketing facilities are soon 
to be provided, they can adapt their 
agricultural. program accordingly 
and be ready to secure greater re- 
turns when transportation facilities 
are provided. 

Another line which will be given 
consideration in due time will ex- 
tend from Atlanta’ to Blue Ridge 
by way of Canton, Jasper and Elli- 
jay. This will traverse the terri- 
tory which is being served by rail- 
road at the present time, but which 
is sending large supplies of produce 
by privately owned 
trucks. Several other truck lines 
will be given consideration as quick- 
ly as necessary highways are de- 
veloped. 

There are two methods of or- 
ganizing eship-by-truck lines—by 
the formation of a stock company 
or @ co-operative association. Where 
conditions are favorable it is bet- 
ter to organize on a co-operative 
basis, since by this means every- 
one concerned pays only the actual 
transportation costs. Where a 
stock company is formed, freight 
or express charges should usually 
be regulated by such agencies as 
have supervision over pwblic car- 
riers. 

There are millions of acres of 
land in north Georgia which, due 
to their high state of fertility and 
to favorable climatic conditions, are 
admirably adapted to the production 
of very choicest truck and fruit 
crops—the products which Atlanta 
is buyin largely from California 
and Florida. On account of the 
long growing s@€ason a constant sup- 
ply of these Vegetables can be had 
from this region throughout prac- 
tically the entire year. It is doubt- 
ful if any seéction of the United 
States can produce Irish potatoes 
of higher quality and at any less 
cost than those grown in the hills 
of north Georgia. 

Atlanta is at present dependent 
to a large degree on north Georgia 
for her supply of fresh poultry and 
eges, it is pointed out. and light 
motor trucks and wagons are lit- 
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irlsates of attractive prices. When 
regular motor truck lines are es- 
tablished. assembling stations will 
be provided so that without ma- 
terial loss of time farmers can as- 
semble their B pee yy where they 
will be grad and taken direetiy 
to market with the result that the 
producer will sectre a much ia 
portion of the consumer's dollar 
than under the present arrangement.

“Everybody's Husband” is there to 
prove. George Moore, Compton 
Mackenzie and other eqully va- 
rious writers have been desperately 
suggested, but whoever it was, it 
was a perfectly good Britisher with 
literary obligations to Henry James 
and Oscar Wilde. 

However, no one except cata- 
loguers and the gentleman who re- 
ceives the royalties need be dis- 
tressed by a mistaken identity, for 
it Is quite sufficient that someone 
has produced a charming and. grace- 
ful little book.

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IS THE CZAR ALIVE, IN HIDING? 


How the Royal 
Family Lived 
In Captivity 
While Soviets 
Quarreled Over 
Their Fate. 


(Continued From Last Week) 

Will the fate of the late czar of all: 
the Russiag and other members of the 
Romanoff family go down in history 
as the great mystery of the twentieth 
century? Will there always be a 
doubt as to the real truth of the story 
of their murder atthe hands of the 
bolshevists, just as students of the 
past remain in doubt as to the iden- 
tity of the Man With the Iron Mask, 
or like the great secret surrounding 
the personality of the Chevalier d’Eon 
and the ever-fascinating mystery of 
the Dauphin of France? 

' have told of the conflicting re- 
ports of official investigators who 
have tried to get at the truth of the 
whole affair. I have shown that the 
Official bolshevist reports of the as- 
sassination were, in reality, not at all 
convincing, since they made no men- 
tion of the fate of members of thee 
ezar's family, although they definitely 
Stated that Nicholas himself was 
ki'led. 

1 have cited conversations with Gen- 
era! Bogoskovski, chief of the Russian 
gcneral staff in Ekaterinburg, who 
confessed his belief to Commandant 
Bolifraud, of the French commission, 
thet the royal family were alive and 
unharmed. I have recalled the 
Grand Duchess Olga’s belief in the 
escape of her brother and his fam- 
ily. as well as the fact that the car’s 
mother is said to have received mys- 
terious reassuring news which has 
led her to cease mourning for her kin. 

1 have told of the marvelous appear- 
ance in London of the Countess Na- 
thalie Brassov, wife of the czar’s only 
brother, the Grand Duke Michael 
Alexandrovitch, after she was report- 
ed by the bolshevists killed in the 
fame manner as the imperial family. 
These startling assurances have led 
many to wonder at what moment 
other members of the Romanoff fam- 
fly may turn up in some remote cor- 
ner of the Jand cf mystery and for- 
getfulness—Siberia. 

Last week I recited the known facts 
about the czar’s abdication and his 
detention at the hands of the bolshe- 
vist captors after the reigns of gov- 
ernment had been seized by Lenine. 
TI told the stories of the divergence 
of opinion among the soviet commun- 
ists as to what they should do with 
the monarch, who was their prisoner 
at Tobolsk. It is quite certain that 
quarrels without number took place 
between the several members of the 
soviet central government in Petro- 
grad; quarrels which were as violent 
as thev seemed useless and futile; 
until at last a soldier who had made 
himself prominent in the council of 
workmen, soldiers and peasants sit- 
ting in the Tauride Palace proposed 
to take the czar away from Tobolsk 
and so intern him at Ekaterinburg, in 
the Ural region, a town which had 
always been considered as a hotbed 

of revolution. There, he said, the local 
' gpoviets would know what they had to 
do. and the best thing was to leave 
them free to decide the fate of their 
former sovereign and his family. 

Bolsheviki Gain Power. 

Meanwhile, great events had taken 
place in Petrograd. The first provi- 
sional government had been over- 
thrown, Kerenski’s administration had 
followed, and the bolshevists had 
come into power. They inaugurated 
their program of annthilation of 
everybody and everything which 
stood in their way. One of the first 
questions which Lenine and Trotzky 
and their colleagues came to consider, 
if we are to belleve what has been 
told, was that of the fate of Nicholas 
and his family. 

Here comes up a curious incident 
in the tragedy. At that time, in Jan- 
uary, 1918, there were still fn Petro- 
grad a few members of the Romanoff 
dynasty, who not only had been al- 
lowed to remain there, but contrived 
to enter into negotiations with the 
bo!lshevists. 

\ithough I have no absolute proofs, 
it has been told that one strong party 
wanted to put Nicholas II. and his boy 


slarmed, a the sailor, who was still 
in attendance on little Alexis, asked 
to be allowed to return home, plead- 
* that his wife was writing to him 
constantly to beg him to come. This 
was a sad’ blow for the prisoners, es- 
pecially for the child, who had been 
so fond of the man; but Prince Dol- 
goroukoff remarked that perhaps it 
was just as well that he left, because 
in his dissatisfied frame of mind he 
might have proved a dangerous com- 
panion. This apprehension was justi- 
fied, for the object of it, as soon as 
he had left Tobolsk, hastened to give 
information to the soviet authorities 
which caused the issuance of orders 
directing the personal searching of 
the former czar and all the persons 
composing his party. This order was 
earried out under the most distress- 
ing circumstances, the young grand 
due veces h-ine compel'ed to strip 
almost within sight of red guards, who 
watched through the door while a 
woman appointed by the bolshevists 
carried out the order with complete 
‘imhumenity, All the money that the 
emperor had been able to take with 
him, and which he kept ready for any 
emergency that might arise, was 
taken from him, as were also some 
funds belonging to Prince Dolgorou- 
koff. The few jewels which the em- 
press had taken with her on leaving 
Tzarskoie Seloe, were also confiscat- 
ed, a circumstance which, in view of 
certain events that followed, ought 
to be remembered. Nevertheless, in 
spite of the evident desire on the 
part of the soviet government to dis- 
rover something compromising for 
the prisoners, it failed. 

In the meanwhile, the little grand 
duke had fallen ill again. The deli- 
cate child could not stand the se- 
verity of the Tobolsk climate, and 
he began to droop, and tuberculosis, 
from which he suffered almost since 
birth, developed in an alarming man- 
ner. Doctor Botkine did what he 
could for his charge, but this was not 
much. The physician had no medi- 
eines on hand and none of those most 
urgently needed could be procured in 
Tobolsk. The doctor then secretly 
sent an anpeal to the soviet minis- 
ters in Petrograd, asking them to al- 
low the sick child to be taken to a 
warmer and. better climate. 

Taken to Ekaterinburg. 

This letter unfortunately served the 
heishevists the very pretext they had 
been seeking for removal of the pris- 
oners to a place where they thought 
H would be easier to put them alto- 
gether out of the way. An emmis- 
sory, armed with full powers from 
Trotzky and Lenine, arrived in To- 
bolsk one day, bringing with him or- 
ders to take the imperial family to 
™katerinburg, in the Urals. The lit- 
1'o hew was so fll when thev came 
that it was out of the question to 
make him undertake the dong and 
perilous journey, and his mother’s en- 
treaties to remain with him were de- 
nied. The emperor, the empress and 
their third daughter, Mary, together 
with Prince Dolgoroukoff and a valet 
and maid, were put almost by force 
in an open sled and driven away on 
impassable roads in a temperature of 
about 30 ‘degrees below zero, for a 
whole week, until they reached at 
last one of the stations of the great 
Siberian railway. 

It was during this long and terrible 
drive that, it seems, a woman with 
whom the czar had been infatuated 
and who had followed him to Siberia, 
in hopes of being able to be of some 
help to him, contrived to get into 
communication with him and to con- 
vey to him the intelligence that there 
were people watching over him who 
would try to effectuate his escape. 

The prisoners reached Ekaterin- 
burg April 30, 1918, and were at once 
taken to the house of Professor Ipa- 
tieff, which is one of the largest and 
hendsomest in the town. There they 
were kept under strict surveillance 
until July 18, when, together with 
their other children, who joined them 
there a few days after their arrival in 


the Ural city, and their attendants, 
they disappeared in a manner which 
was so mysterious as to raise doubts 
about their real fate. 

During their imprisonment the same 
woman wiiom I have already men- 
tioned undoubtedly contrived to speak 
to the emperor, having obtained the 
help of one of the red guards intrust- 
ed with the mission of watching over 
the captives to do so., She was the 
medium through which the unfortun- 
ate family was able to get news from 
the ontside world and to become ac- 
quainted with the efforts which un- 
questionably were made on their be- 
half by the few friends that had re- 
mained faithful to them. 


Secret Intrigues. 


In the meanwhile, secret intrigues 
without number were going on in 
Petrograd; intrigues for and against 


‘Nicholas I1.; intrigues which had for 


aim his death or his liberation; in- 
trigues in which, if we are to believe 
all that we have heard, more than 
one foreign power was a party. - The 
miserable monarch, who, from one 
of the proudest positions in the world, 
had fallen to the condition of a pris- 
oner treated with almost brutal fero- 
city, would have liked nothing better 
than to be allowed to remain in peace 
anywhere in the world, in some desert 
island, wlere at least he need not 
have trembled for the fate of those 
who were dear to him, but this was 
denied to him. He had to live in con- 
stant dread and anguish as to what 
the morrow might bring of evil to 
him and to his loved ones. The days 
passed, bringing no relief to thjs al- 
most unbearable situation. In the 
meanwhile, sinister rumors began to 
go about in Ekaterinburg, rumors 
which pointed to an imminent danger 
threatening the prisoners. The few 
friends they had in the town and 
around it gathered together and tried 
to think what could be done to save 
them, and at last the information was 
conveyed to Nicholas that if he would 
lend himself to an attempt of escape 
which was to be arranged, means 
would be taken to make it successful. 
But the czar absolutely refused to 
save himself and leave his family ex- 
posed to the brutal rage of the bolshe- 
vists. He wanted to be saved, to- 
gether with them, or die with them if 
such was to he their fate. Escane 
was impossible, because ten people

Viadimir, who had always been con- 


sidered as one of the most ambitious 
members of the imperial family, and 
who. even during the war, had been 
credited with the wish to seek pop- 


ularity at the expense of her cousin 


and sovereign. That party tried to 
induce Lenine and Trotzky to lend 
themselves to a monarchical restora- 
t'on that would have excluded the 
former czar and his son: from the 
throne, and set up another Roman- 
off in his stead. And it has been 
whispered that discussions took place 
about that time? as to what wag to 
be dore with the prisoners confined 
in "oholsck,

viser’ the putting to death of Nicholas 
and his. wife. and imprisoning their 
children for life, while others urged 
that the «tain left by such a deed 
could never be effaced, and that it 
would prevent the soviet government 
from obtaining the foreign recogni- 
tion which ft was seeking from the 
allies. A publiie trial of the iormer 
emperor and empress would never 
establish their guilt to the extent of 
rendering imperative the death pen- 
-*te and ft might. on the other hand. 
be dangerous to prove that they were 
ret guilty of the crime of consptirinr 
avainst the new order of things of 
which they were suspected. 

In the meanwhile, the exiles in 
Tobolsk had not been left entirely 
without news of what was going on 
in Petrograd and of the discussions 
that were taking place there concern- 
ing their destiny. They began to get

house where they were so closely 
guarded. Even had they been able 
to flee from their place of confine- 
ment, where could they have been 
concealed in ° place like Ekaterin- 
burg?. 

The emperors friends then pro- 
posed to him to take away the little 
grand duke, so as to convey him at 
least to a place of safety. This the 
empress refused to listen to, and it 
was only when she was told her own 
days, nay, hours, were numbered that 
she at last was induced, principally 
through the representations of her 
eldest daughter, the Grand Duchess 
Olga, to give her consent to the plan. 
Whether it was accomplished is an- 
other question, and so far we do not 
know what took place during this 
tragic week of July, when a dynasty 
either ended in the most horrible 
manner or its members were secretly 
carried away to be watched over by 
persons interested in keeping its sur- 
vival a secret from the world. This 
much, however, is certain: It is im- 
possible to obtain from any one posi- 
tive details about the last days dur- 
ing which the Romanoffs remained in 
the Ipatieff house at Ekaterinburg. 
Their guards were changed after the 
arrival from Petrograd. Some say the 
guard was composed of three, some 
say four, while others affirm there 
were but two persons, who brought to 
the Ural instructions from the cen- 
tral government, headed by Lenine 
and Trotzky. What these instructions 
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The czarina and her daughters. The 
young grand duchesses were subjected 
to eruel barbarities on the part of their 
Bolshevist guards while being prisen- 
ers in Siberia. 


were has never been revealed, an®&® 
they are added to the mysterious cir- 
cumstances connected with the whole 
tragedy. 

Positive confirmation of the ro- 
mance between Nicholas II. and a 
girl whom he had honored with his 
attentions when he was a mighty sov- 
erei which I will relate in detail 
preséeatly, is lacking. It may be an 
invention and it also may be the 
truth. At all events, it brightens 
with the pigments of human devotion 
the. otherwi# sordid and terrible 
tragedy, deviled of every redeeming 
halo, 

Family Again Moved. 


Many facts indicate the members 
of the royal family were taken, with 
the exception, perhaps, of the czar 
himself, to some place outside of Bk- 
aterinburg, where they may be still 
suffering privations and misery. The 
very steps taken to prove their as- 
sagsination illustrate the old French 
saying that he who wants to prove 
too much proves nothing at all. As I 
shall explain presently, it is almost 
impossible that a wholesale massacre 
such as we are told took place ifn the 
[patieff house ever occurred there; 
and people who are entirely trust- 
worthy and who investigated the mat- 
ter on the spot say the whole story 
is a fabrication: that nothing in the 
room where the prisoners were said 
to have been murdered indicated a 
bloody crime had been committed. 
Then, again, what became of the 
bodies, thirteen bodies, one must re- 
member, thirteen bodies that had to 
be taken away and destroyed? Why 
were they destroyed? This is one of 
the puzzling details of the whole tale. 
What need was there to destroy these 
bodies? Who could have been inter- 
ested in their disappearance? The 
more one thinks about the matter the 
stranger and more mysterious does it 
appear. May not this confusion be 
part of a bolshevist plot? Did not the 
soviet government take this very 
means to block efforts to free prison- 
ers whom they feared to slay? A cer- 
tainty may always be met, but this 
uncertainty is as elusive as the-breath 
of a ghost. One must not forget the 
holshevists announced only the execu- 
tion of the czar, and said that his 
family had been conveyed to a place 
of safety. This was the first report. 
It may well be the truth. Certainly 
the bolshevists are not lacking in 
courage to own to the deeds per- 
formed, and they would have had no 
reason to make a secret of the fact 
if the family of Nicholas If! had 
shared his fate. But they did noth- 
ing of the kind, and on the contrary 
laid particular stress on the summary 
execution of the man who had been 
their emperor and autocrat. Know- 
ing what we do about them. it {is more 
probable they would include in their 
first report the ‘announcement that 
the empress and her children had also 
been executed, under the pretext of 
monarchical plots to restore the 
dynasty, 

Indeed, it was not at this time but 
much later that we find further proofs 
brought forth to show that the czarina 
met death; proofs that the remains 
of the imperial family, a few charred 
bones and some jewels, had been 
found at the bottom of a mine shaft 
near Ekaterinburg. And around the 
jewels, which were advanced as posi- 
tive assurance that the empress had 
perished, revolves one of the most in- 
teresting parts of this whole ques- 
tion of the real fate of the Romanoffs. 

I think I can show to the satisfac- 
tion of my readers that this story 
must be false, for the very reason 
that the czarina could not have had 
the jewels in question in her posses- 
sion when she was a captive. If she 
did not have them, how could thev 
have been found amone the charred 
remains of her body? That {s a ques- 
tion which I'll not pretend to answer 
now: But next week 1 will tell the 
story of those jewels as I know it. 

And after that will follow what is. 
nerhaps. the most startling of all 
these tales which are making the 
fate of the ezar the greatest mystery 
of all times. That is the story which 
deals with the safety of the young 
czarevitch, who is said to have been 
spirited away at the last moment by 
a girl who had found favor with the 
pe and thus saved from the execu- 

tor’s bayonets. But its telling must 
wait the sequence of my story.

“T’ve told you before not to give me a 
military title,” the other, annoyed, instructed 
him.

Zebra—privately I liked this better than 
Zachary—was painfully disconcerted. He 
wrinkled a troubled forehead, and, from a 
largely inarticulate murmuring, I gathered 
that he had no intention of inviting disaster 
by informally naming a white gentleman. 
After profound study, a stumbling in the ob- 


fuscation of his mind, he triumphantly sug- = 


gested the alternative of Judge. This, with 
a sigh, Abner allowed. Then Zebra, im- 
mensely cheered, after a politely veiled in- 
spection of my clothes, proposed a responsi- 
bility for my appearance. 

“The Judge,” he continued, with tremen- 
dous emphasis, “ he don’t ride to no account 
at all, and your shoes will just have to be 
brushed up all the time.” That was self-evi- 
dent, and I engaged him at once for my short 
stay at Varney. 

“I come around,” Zebra explained, “to 


' give that Lucy any lift; but maybe you' got 


something for me right now; you might have 
a whole lot of shoes——” 

When he learned that I hadn’t he made his 
bow and, putting on his hat, left in the direc- 
tion of the kitchen. “ Men,” Abner declared, 
“are made alike in the image of God. I wish 
I could lead them away from these expres- 
sions of worldly servitude.” He regarded me 
with por lips. “It might be well to keep 
an eye Zachary and your things; Negroes 
have almost no idea of property. Some ar- 
ticles of mine disappeared and I was obliged 
to get locks. My large red bandanas——” 

His optimism, I reflected, in regard to his 
familiar brfiliant handkerchiefs, reached ab- 
surdity. And, going up to my room for white 
flannels, I found Lucy engaged in putting 
sheets on the bed. I opened a bag—delaying 
until she was through—and, laying out what 
I needed, I secured the rest with a key. I 
could see her, in the small looking glass of 


the pureau, an@ she made a chfidish face at 
me that had entirely vanished when I turned. 
Purely on Abner’s account, after the formal 
transference of a dollar, I encouraged her 
in the expression of her general state of 
being, and she announced a large dissatis- 
faction. . 

Abner, it appeared, was difficult if not im- 
possible to please. It was evident that she 
had looked, from a gentleman, for notable 
attitude and had been disappointed. Then 
she giggled at ogra ware: “ Sitting 
in the parlor with that skinny yellow nigger! 
Ruinate him something terrible... He wants 
us to ge} married,” she added,-rolling her eyes 
at Abner’s extraordinary interest in such 
trivialities. 

“Mr. Shapley’s powerful religious.” 

Her character, I thought, was entirely evi- 
dent to me. Abner Shapley’s fanaticism—it 


_ was‘that, a bitter flame, for all his placidity 


—had, of course, misled him. He saw the 
Negro as a duty, his message, as beings 
amenable to Christian influence, capable of 
taking, permanently the shape of virtue; 
whereas they were yet, in the light of west- 
ern civilization,- simply unmoral beings of 4 
totally different racial heritage betrayed into 
an alien and fatal captivity. . 
This I explained to an acquaintance of 
Abner’s, calling hospitably to welcome me to 
Varney. He was the Rev. Peter Kaner, a 
Methodist minister with, I realized at once, a 
big, prosperous church and wide influence. 
There was every reason why this should be 
so; he combined to a remarkable degree the 
opposites of a solemn calling and a penetrat- 
ing humorous comprehension of reality. He 
listened with his mobile, smooth-shaven face 


' closely attentive to my assertion that, to 


gether with him, I understood the Negro. 

“Perhaps you do.” he said: “indeed, it is 
possible that you may. I should certainly 
be delighted. But I don't.” his voive was 
positive and, for a m@ment, gave me the un- 
comfortable feeling of having made a pre- 
tentious, ill-founded statement. Yet, I pri- 
vately thought, the south had made a botch 
of the colored problem: they had hopelessly 
involved it in a hundred unfortunate aspects. 
“I'll take you around with me,” Kaner pro- 
ceeded, “and show you our country. A meas- 
ure of prosperity has come to us With three 
hundred dollar cotton. This is the region of 
the genuine long staple.” 

A kind man. Abner pronounced, when the 
visitor had gone, but, like the rest, a shade 
benighted. unenlightened. toward the black 
brother. With this I was able to concur. 
“They see things,” he specified, “that don’t 
actually exist, and make the Negro out to 
be a sort of scarecrow. It’s time for the 
evening prayer.” 


He rose and eallied Lucy. Kneeling with

Abner Shapley and the girl in the front room, 
I couldn’t but be-impressed by the beauty, 
the power, of the invocation sounding about 
Lucy’s devout position and responsive ardor.

The following day, wabbling over a char- 
acteristic road with Kaner in his automobile 
-—the light car necessary in central Louisi- 
ana—I at last asked a question that had 
lurked apprehensively among my thoughts 
since I had been in Varney with Abner 
Shapley. My companion turned an injured 
expression toward me that immediately 
changed to the greatest beneficent good 
Lumor. . 

“Why, bless your innocent heart,” he 
cried, “what have you been reading about 
us! We're not all night riders. I like Shap- 
ley very well; he’s made a lot of friends. It 
only needs a look to see his quality. Of 
course, he is different, but,” Kaner smiled, 
“that doesn’t always tell against him. One 
or two little deals have been decidedly to his 
advantage. Shrewd. He’s a member of the 
Varney Board of Trade-and we're thinking 
how to get him into the Rotary club. 


“If a local man held his views it would 
be another thing, or if he upset the blacke— 
we couldn't allow that.” Suddenly he became 
uncommunicative. “But,” he quickly grew 
cheerful again, “nothing of the kind has 
happened. The Negroes respect him, while 
I imagine they take advantage of his—well, 
shall we say hopefulness? ” 

The country through which we were 
progressing lay flat, unrelieved, like the 
circular, unvaried horizon of the sea. It was 
gray and without grass, and had the appear- 
ance of intolerable heat, as though it were a 
furnace floor from which the fires had been 
lately drawn. There were no trees except 


the secretive dark oaks about the plantation 


houses, suffocated in moss, and the low- 
lying cypress brakes of the illimitable 
swamps. Occasionally a bayou, tideless and 
deep, cut through the sandy monotony like 
a prolongation of the viscid morasses. The 
ground seemed absolutely dead, incapable of 
sustaining any life; the dried stems of the 
cotton plants looked as though they had been 
arbitrarily stuck in as they were, and the 
flowers, gorgeous in color, exactly resembled 
paper. 

“These swamps,” Kaner told me, “are re- 
markable. I have been in them fishing or 
just exploring. Yéu would be lost, probably 
dead, by night. A hundred yards and you'd 
be helpless. Some of the Negroes know them 
-—there are dreadful stories of the old days, 
rumors still. I tell you, brother, if you 
knew the Negro you wouldn’t be so easy- 

inded about him.” 


We were pagsing by what I could see was a 
oc stark fields were only 
lost in far vapor and under open sheds the 
cotton was heaped in bursting bales. The 
Negroes, the field hands, were gathered in 
supine, grotesque attitudes about their prim!- 
tive cabins. Mostly black their bodies gleamed 
through scant brilliant or sordid rags; and 
they followed our movement with faces 
empty of any expression but a dull curiosity. 
All at once my comfortable sense of under- 
standing was lost in the apprehension of a 
mystery—the dignity, of an enigma—with- 
holding the truth: the women with babies 
great breasts like sooty black bags, shriveled 
old men with patches of white wool adhering 
to their dried skulls, gigantic young males 
like sable Olympians with broken features, 
oppressed me not merely as tragic aliens, but 
with a feeling of imminence. 


“Perhaps you can tell me this,” Kaner 
proceeded, adding to my discomfort: “ Why 
won’t a Negro pick the last corner of a cotton 
field?” He paused, but I could only reflect 
his interrogation. The Rev. Mr. Kaner didn’t 
know. “ Why does he leave part of a corn 
row? Why won't he cut down a tree struck 
by Hghtning?” Suddenly he stopped the car 
by the most respectable black I had yet seen, 
aman neatly dressed, with steel bowed spec- 
tacies. “Sumpter,” the minister said cheer- 
fully, “here’s a gentleman ‘way from the 
north who wants to know how things are 
down in Louisiana. and I'd like you to tell 
him what you've got in your left shoe.” 

A pléasant smile, wreathing the counte- 
nance before us, gave place to utter serious- 
ness. “There ain’t nobody ignorant "bout 
that,” he asserted. “I just got a pinch of 
snake dus’.” Kaner added, “ And your buz- 


zard’s feather — you haven't gone and lost | 


it?” A lively concern invaded Sumpter, only 
dispelled when he located. hidden in his hat, 
a molily and rumpled feather. 

Farther on my companion interrogated me 
with raised eyebrows. “Sumpter,” he said, 
“is one of the pillars of the church. That 
snake dust is to make him invisible, and, 
with the buzzard’s feather. he thinks no law 
or posse can catch him. But there are 
things I couldn’t ask him, even if it would 
be of any use. You can’t learn a scrap of 
the Negro’s secrets. Take the grapevine 
telephone—if a murder is committed twenty 
miles one side of Varney and the sheriff, 
following a clew, drives hard twenty miles 
in the other direction and inquires of the 
Negroes, they will know already—word will 
have been ‘sont’ them to cabins back of 
nowhere.” " 

We were again in the town, by the chasm 
of the river; precariously swaying narrow 
steps led giddily down to the cypress-stained 
water, and on the left the courthouse was 
set in the shadow of the hollow square of 
oaks. The gloomy light swimming in the in- 
closure created the fantastic illusion of a 
gigantic lynched Negro slowly re 
untwisting at the end of a long ; I 
was relieved to be back in the familiar pres 
ence of Abner Shapley, seated with him at 
a frugal table in his bare, scrubbed house. 

Lucy put the coffee pot down noisily; as 
she moved about her red slippers flip-flapped 


on the boards, her stained felt hat was 
pulled over an amazing complication of 
puffed, crinkled hair. 


The supper was miserable, a plate of fried 
tomatoes uneatable, and Abner was plainly 
disconcerted by the waste. He addressed a 
homily to the servant which, with a sullen, 
lowered countenance. she heard standing by 
the kitchen door. The conviction that had 
disturbed me.earlier. of a potent secret hid- 
den in the Negro's heart, returned; but I 
was canscious of a growing irritation at what 


gi called my gullible disposition—all that I 


felt was no more than a reflection of the local 
superstition. The south was simply benight- 
ed about its human charge. 


But the next morning Lucy was entirety 
cheerful, even communicative. Abner, it ap 
peared, had advanced the plans for her mar 
riage, Zebra had procured a suit of clothes, 
almost new, and the ceremony was to be 
held here, in a white folks’ house, with a 
white minister. Lucy reckoned there'd be 
some mighty grand presents—which, she 
added, she’d take good care didn’t reach that 
useless pale nigger. Such being her descrip- 
tion of Zebra. This he practically repeated, 
standing by the roadside; whatever it might 
have occurred to me to give them would be 
safest with himself. You couldn’t trust that 
Lucy; she was said to be luny. I demanded 
exactly what, in such a connection, luny 
meant; but he absolutely refused to add am 
other word and hurried away as if he had 
committed a dangerous indiscretion.

Standing in Abner Shapley’s swept front 
room with Zebra uneasily at her side, Lucy 
presented a remarkable combination of the 
exceptional and the commonplace in garb; 
the red morocco slippers were etill in evi- 
dence, but there were now transparent white 
fiber silk stockings; her skirt, unevenly 
hitched, I recognized; but the soft hat was 
gone and her hair gathered into three masses 
like the close elastic filling of a mattress 
that gave her charcoal black face and dull, 
thi@k lips a savagely African appearance. A 
heavy string of variegated glass beads was 
wound twice around her throat and large 
imitation pearls were fastened to her ears. 
A nose ring, I reflected, would have been in 
no way out of place. 


The evident fact about Zebra was that be- 
yond any doubt he was frightened; his face 
was more gray than yellow. The suit—al- 
most new—was too large for him, and on 
feet encumbered with tremendous half shoes 
of a forgotteen pattern the trousers fell in 
awkward folds. The coat sleeves were so 
long that his hands, but for the extreme 
finger tips, were swallowed; while on his 
thin neck the pretentious collar still rode 
unconnected with the safety, the anchoraga, 
of a shirt. 


The Rev. Mr. Kaner, facing them, dropped 
a cheerfully bantering manner and was fn 
stantly grave in the pronouncement of the 
grave words of the marriage service: 

“Dearly beloved, we are gathered tbgether 
in the sight of God to join... holy 
bonds of matrimony . =. . an honorable 
estate . .« .” 


Lucy followed him with an impressed a> 
tention, but I doubt if her companion hearg 
aword. The dread deepened perceptibly, his 
shoulders twitched and his feet shuffled, he 
glanced about despairingly in search of a 
possibility of escape; and he inevitably en 
tangled the business of the ring. The wom 
an to whom he was being joined—for better 
or worse—gave him an infuriated shove to» 
gether with a muttered promise of fll imme 
diately to follow .. . and the ceremony 
was over | 

Abner and I fixed our names to the wed 
ding certificate and the former led us to the 
dining room, where there were cakes and 
lemonade. Here, however, Kaner rather 
hastily withdrew. There was no question 
of a honeymoon, and Lucy, discovering some- 
thing burning on the stove, vanished, while 
Zebra reckoned, in tones both weary and at 
a loss, that he’d better be getting along. He 
reckoned that, with that paper bearing our 
names, he had beer married very tightly 
Abner called his attention to the neglected 
supposition that God and not man had joined 
Lucy and himself; and uninterestedly he 
reckoned, a third time, that this wus a fact. 
Abner Shapley, in the full formality of 
Quaker garh, wore a pepper and salt coat 
with tails which he parted carefully upon 
occupying a chair on the porch. Beyond, the 
trees, choked with moss, the naked roots of 
the cypresses, the glimpse of coppery water, 
were utterly stil; the sky was empty except 
for the perpetually wheeling buzzards. “TI 
suppose,” Abner said, “at home thy plowing 
has commenced and the robins have arrived.” 
His expression, as always, was placid, the 
rosy countenance of a boy; but I recognized 
that he was saturated with nostalgia. 


“These are a kind people,” he repeated; 
“kind, but—but improvident and quick tem- 
pered, They are not my people and mine ~ 
are not theirs.” He sighed. “ Everything is 
as God wilis, and my duty has been made 
clear. Thee knows it is no longer my lung 
that keeps me here, but the unhappy Negro . 
I must stay and extend His influence.” 

“How much do you think it was assisted 
by this marriage?” I asked directly. 

“I can see the deplorable spirit that has 
entered thee,” he replied gently. “Thy faith 
is weak.” . 

Recalling my feeling of the Negro strange 
ness, I repeated Kaner’s conviction that we 
knew nothing, practically, of the black race, 
Abner smiled and forced my conviction to 
ward his rather than to the support of the 
local opinion. “They are so muysterious 
about it,” I complained, “and imsinuate ex- 
traordinary things, but there’s no substance 
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In accordance with my habitual 


practice I applied the system of 


placing responsibility upon my care- 
fully selected heads of departments, 
giving them commensurate authority, 
and holding them to account for re- 
sults. Because the task was such 


a great one, this was the only pos- 


sible way in which the operations 
of the force could have been suc- 


cessfully conducted. I say, success- 
fully conducted, because in a “bus!- 
ness” of this kind, “good enough” 
and “tomorrow” may mean disaster; 
that is, it is a case of keeping both 
information and operations up to the 
minute. If the personnel and equip 
ment of the staff are not completely 
capable of this, it is more than a par- 
tial failure, and the result is an ever 
present danger. There were men in 
this great war who “went to pieces” 
simply because they tried to do every- 
thing themselves. 

This administrative vice of at- 
tempting to control every detail, even 
insignificant ones, to which military 
men seem particularly addicted, it 
has always been my policy to avoid. 
Business at Grosvenor Gardens de- 
veloped to such an extent that about 
1,000 messages were every day re 
ceived in our office or sent from it; 
and of these 60 per cent. were in 
code. Obviously it was impossible 
for the Force Commander to keep 
constantly at his finger ends all these 
details. All departmental heads, 
therefore, were selected because they 
were officers who could be depended 
upon to handle these matters and 
were all strong men, and it is to their 


“Subordinates Were Trusted. 

"You would have to search a long 
time among the navies of the world 
before you could find an abler con- 
voy officer than Captain Byron A. 
Long, an abler naval constructor 
than L. B. McBride, an abler man to 
have charge of the finances of our 
naval forces, the purchase of sup- 
plies and all kinds of material than 
Captain (S. C.) Eugene C. Tobey, 
abler aviation officers. than Captain 
H. I. Cone and _ Lieutenant-Com- 
mander W. A. Edwards, an abler 
chief of operations than Captain R. 
H. Leigh, or an abler intelligence 
officer than Commander J. _ V. 
Babcock. 

These men, and others of the four- 
teen departmental heads, acted as a 
kind of cabinet. Many of them 


handled matters which, though 
wholly essential to the success of the 
forces, were quite outside of my per- 


sonal knowledge or experience, and 
consequently they had to be men in 
whose ability to guide me in such 
matters I could place complete con- 
fidence. As an example of this I may 
cite one of the duties of Captain 
Tobey. Nearly all of the very con- 
siderable financial transactions he 
was entrusted with were “Greek” to 
me, but he had only to show me the 


right place on the numerous docu- 
ments, and I signed my name in ab- 
solute confidence that the interests 
of the government were secure. 
Communications. 

All cables, reports, and other com- 
munications were referred each day 
to the department which they con- 
cerned. The head of each depart- 
ment studied them, attended to the 
great majority on his own respon- 


meeting of the Chief of Staff and all 
department heads was held each day, 
at which these few selected matters 
were discussed in council and deci- 
sions made. The final results of 
these deliberations were the only 
matters that were referred to me. 
This system of sub-dividing respon- 
sibility and authority not only pro- 
moted efficiency but it left the Force 
Commander time to attend to vitally 
important questions of general pol- 
icy, to keep in personal touch with 
the high command of the Allies’ 
navies, to attend the Allied naval 
councils, and, in general, to keep 
his fingers constantly on the pulse of 
the whole war situation. Officers of 
our own and other navies who were 
always coming in from the outlying 
stations, and who could immediately 


be placed in touch with the one man. 


who could answer all their questions 
and give immediate decisions, testi- 
fied to the efficient condition in which 
American headquarters was main- 


tained. 

One of our departments was s0 
novel, and performed such valuable 
service, that I must describe it in 


some detail. We took over into our 
London organization an idea that is 
advantageously used in many Amer- 
ican industrial establishments, and 
had a Planning Section, the first, I 
think, which had ever been adopted 
by any navy. I detached from all 
other duties five officers, Captain F. 
H. Schofield, Captain D. W. Knox, 
Captain H. E. Yarnell (who ex- 
changed places afterward with Cap 
tain L. McNamee of the Plans Sec- 


tion of the Navy Department), and 


L. McC. Little, when ordered to com- 
mand a 
France. 


regiment of marines in 
These men made it their 
business to advise the Commander- 


.in-Chief on any questions that might 


arise. We were graduates of the 
Naval War College at Newport, and 
they applied to the consideration of 
war problems the lessons which they 
had learned at that institution. 


Work of the Planning Section. 

The business of the Planning Sec- 
tion was to make studies of particu- 
lar problems, to prepare plans for 
future operations and also to criti- 
cize fully the organization and meth- 
ods which were already in existence. 
The mere fact that these men had no 
administrative duties and that they 
could therefore devote all their time 
to surveying our operations, discov- 
ering mistakes, and suggesting bet- 
ter ways of doing things, as well as 
the fact that they were themselves 
scholarly students of naval warfare, 
made their labors exceedingly valua- 
ble. , 
dom in finding fault with the existing 
regime; there was no department 
and no office, from that of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief down, upon whose 
activities they were not at liberty to 
submit the fullest and the frankest 
If anything could be done 


I gave them the utmost free- 


reports. 
in a better way, we certainly wanted 
to know it. 

Whenever any specific problem of 
importance came up, it was always 
submitted to these men for a report. 
The value of such a report depended 
upon the completeness and accuracy 


of the information available, and it 
was the business of the Intelligence 


not in the files, or the files of the 
Allied Admiralties, or was not up to 
date, it was their duty to obtain it at 
once. The point is that the Plan- 
ning Section had no other duties be- 
yond rendering a decision, based 
upon a careful analysis of the facts 
bearing upon the case, which they 
submitted in writing. 

There was no phase of the naval 
warfare upon which the officers of the 
Planning Section did not give us re- 
ports. One of their favorite methods 
was to place themselves in the posi- 
tion of the Germans and to decide 
how, if they were directing German 
naval operations, they would frus- 
trate the tactics of the Allies. Their 
records contain detailed descriptions 
of how merchant ships could be sunk 
by submarines, and these methods, 


our officers believed, represented a 
great improvement over those used 


by the Germans. Indeed, I think that 
many of these reports, had they 
fallen into the hands of the Germans, 
would have been found by them ex- 
ceedingly useful. There was a gen- 
eral impression, in our own Navy, 
as well as in the British, that most 
of the German submarine command- 
ers handled their boats unskillfully 
and obtained inadequate results. All 
these documents were given to the 
responsible men in our forces, as well 
as to the British, and had a consid- 
erable influence upon operations. 
The British also established a Plan- 
ning Section which worked harmoni- 
ously with our own. 
Speculating on a German Attack. 


A subject upon which our Plan- 
ning Section like to speculate was the 


gagement filled the minds of most 
naval officers; and, after we had sent 
five of our battleships to reinforce 
Admiral Beatty’s squadron, this topic 


became even more interesting to 


American naval men, Would the 
Germans ever come out? What had 
they to gain or to lose by such an 
undertaking? What their 
chances of victory? Where would the 
engagement be fought, and what part 
would the several elements of mod- 
ern warefare play in it, mines, sub- 
marines, battle airplanes, 
dirigibles, and destroyers. These 
were among the questions with which 
the Planning Section busied itself, 
and this problem, like many others, 


they approached from the German 
standpoint. They placed themselves 
in the position of the German High 
Command, and peered into the Grand 
Fleet, looking for a weakness which, 
if they were Germans, they might 
turn to account in a general engage- 
ment. The only weak spot our Plan- 
ning Section could find was one which 
reflected the greatest credit upon the 
British forces. The British com- 
mander, Sir David Beatty, was a par- 
ticularly dashing and heroic fighter; 
could not these splendid qualities 
really be turned to the advantage of 
the Germans? That Admiral Beatty 
would fight at the first opportunity, 
and that he would run all justifiable 
risks, if a chance presented of defeat- 
ing the German fleet, was as well 


known to the Germans as to our- 
selves. The British Admiral, it was 


also known, did not entertain much 
respect for mines and torpedoes, 
‘What Beatty Would Have Done. 
All navies possessed what was 
known as a “torpedo flag.” This was 
an emblem which was to be displayed 
in case torpedoes were sighted, for 
the purpose of warning the ships to 


were 


cruisers, 


ally reported that Admiral Beatty ha& 
ordered all these torpedo flags de- 
in case he once. started in 
pursuit of the German fleet, he pro- 
posed to take his dive 


straight through a school of approach- 
ing torpedoes, or even to rush full 
speed over a mine field, making no 
efforts to avoid the hidden missiles. 
That he would probably lose some of 
his ships the admiral well knew, but 
he figured—and probably correctly— 
that he would certainly have enough 
vessels left to annihilate the enemy. 
Still, in the judgment of our planning 
section, Admiral Beatty’s assumed at- 
titude toward “torpedo flags” gave the 
Germans their only possible chance 
of seriously injuring the grand fleet. 
They drew up a plan of attack on the 
Scapa Flow forces based upon this 
assumption. Conceiving thmselves as 
directors of the German navy, they 
constructed large numbers of torpedo 
boats, submarines, and mine fields and 
stationed them in a particularly advan- 
tageous position; they then proposed 
to send the Gérman fleet in the direc- 
tion of Scapa Flow, draw the grand 
fleet to the attack, and then lead it 
in the direction of the torpedoes ang 
mines. 

Probably such a scheme would 
never have succeeded; but it repre- 
sented, in the opinion of our plan- 
ning group, Germany’s only chance 
of crippling the grand fleet and win- 
ning the war. In other words, had 
my staff found itself in Germany’s 
position, that is the strategy which 


it would probably have used. I gave 
this report unofficially to the British 


admiralty simply because I thought 
it might afford British officers read- 
ing that would possibly be entertain- 
ing. It is an evidence of the co-oper- 
ation that existed between the two 
forces, and of the British disposition 
to accept suggestions, that this docu- 
ment was immediately sent to Admir-

Bat for hidden traces 
of bright bime they were as creamily white 
es gardenias and saturated with a heady and 
fatal charm.

Privately I found him a little r ous, 
tuflated in manner. He told me the way was 
tertuous and narrow, if I fell I'd sink in the 
gumbo, perhaps beyond recovery, while a 
noise, a breaking branch, could be the signal 
for incredible disaster. 

I urged him, in eifect, to lead off; but, In 
the swamp, my spirits fell. There was an 
abominable odor of mreasureless decay; with 
a step or two I had entered the muck of 
before history, the slime of an era when men 
were not—well, men. The path twisted by 
black, iridescent water, over soft hummocks, 
defined by a floating moonlight like the shim- 
mer of myriad gauzy insects. Again I heard 
the faint, uneasy sound; but now its mystery 
had darkened; it was as if my sensation of a 
revolting dread below consciousness had been 
made audible. What I could see of the Rev. 


Mr. Kaner’s firm bearing tmpressed me with 
the fact that he was sustained by his faith, 
an aliegiaace to a superb vision, but I had no 
such resource; I was plunged in swamplike 
fears; there was a choking at my throat that 
couldn't have been worse were I literally 
sinking in the mnud. 

“There's a plateau a little farther on,” he 
told me, cauticusty, stopping. “ Don't stumbie 
on it. The turn is sharp.” 

I could see a broader plane of moonlight, 
an icy radiance touched from below with a 
warmer flickering radiance, and immediately 
after the opening was spread behind a 
matted curtain of wild grapevine—a roughly 
oval space, two or three hundred feet long, 
shut in everywhere by the tmpenetrable night 
of the swamp. 

At first it seemed empty except for the 
enormous squatting figure of a man over 
the ruddy embers of a smokeless fire. Im- 
mobile, and stripped of most of his clothing, 
his prodigious back was crudely painted in 
circles and bands of staring white; then it 
became evident that his hands, hidden from 
me, wore busy there was an in- 
tolerable hoarse whimper, and—as hastily as 
possible—I turned from a small furry ant- 
mal, outraged and coughing, lifted into view. 
At that moment it was borne upon me that 
the plateau was banked with Negroes. 

The elusive light defined their features on 
the darkness as if its magic had created 
them from the stale vapors of the past. They 
were motioniéss, intent and silent, except 
for the suppressed volume of their labored 
breathing. While they were Ifke statues 
carved from the night, they were, as well, 
charged with a raw hysterical emotion— 
bound in an ugly abnormal rigidity. 

The savagery of the painted figure hidcous- 
ly employed by the embers gained a strange 
trony from the surrounding inappropriately 
modern garb. I saw thick shoulders im an 
electric bive suit with a violet dotted tie 
and checked cap; there were glimpses of the 
overalls of field hands, the recognizable 
clothes of indispensable civilized vocations, 
the solemn travesty of formal broadcioth. 
There was the glitter of a heavy watch chain 
across a light waistcoat and the paste 
jewelry of tle pins—unsubetantial trifies on 
the oppressive revelation of a spirit stronger, 
older, than all the evil and good ferces af 
human society. 

Then, with the merest breath of the in- 
visible drum, a momentary shudder of sound, 
a tense whisper swept about the open, 
“Changu, Changu.” The obese man rose 
painfully; and the painted mask of his face, 
skull-like in its whiteness, seemed totally 
detached from his mountainous fiesh He 
stood swaying livid and obscene against the 
blurred fire when advancing’ toward him 
from the profound obscurity was the mag- 
nificent stark blackness of a woman with her 


hair woven into a flaring crown of rose- 
mallow flowers colorless under. the moon. 
She stopped and lifted her arms m an open- 
ing gesture that ,seemed to draw all the 
earth up to her, and as she stood the light 
poured over her shining body with the quick 
liquid silver gleams of water. 

I saw this, but with the realization of 
infinitely more, when the Rey. Mr. Kaner, 
moving with the extremest slow care, waved 
me back over the twisting path.

It didn’t belong specially to what 
I had seen, but to what it held of me, of 
Kaner, of every one alive, of all men, it 
might well be, forever to be born—not what 
was. happening just then in the moonlight 
of the swamp, but because I was part of it. 
Inescapably, in a calling drum, ft was a part 
of me, The futile pretense of a separate 
spiritual eminence and wisdom, my com- 
fortable aloofness, was lost in the realization 
that, supremety, there were no Negroes and 
no white men, only.an appalling precession 
of life, burdened with the fetishes of its 
brutal fears, reaching from the primal lit- 
toral to the dry secretiveness of dust,

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Legislative Bills. 


Indorsed by Club Women. . 


The federated club women of Georgia are interested fn fewer bills this 
year than they have been for many years, for, as the chairman of the leg- 
islative committee, Mrs. R. L. Berner, explains, women have been fortunate 
in seeing bills bearing on the progressive measures women have espoused 
already placed on the statute books. They are rather following up the 
bills already passed, and making sure that they can be made practical. An 
example of this fis the bill asking an appropriation for the building of a 
women’s dormitory at the state university to assure the protection and 


comfort of the women students. There 
a bill for amy pecuniary reason for if 


be no argument against such 
en are in the university it is as 


important that they have housing facilities as it is for the male students 


to have them. ‘

The federated club women would warmly indorse and work for the 
passage of the bill for the censorship of moving pictures, both from an 
educational and moral standpoint, in view of the influence of “movies,” and 
their increase in numbers in this section of the country as in every other. 
The women of the Georgia library commission and the library association 
are simflarly interested, and have indorsed the passage of the proposed bill. 

A state board of examiners’ for music teachers is obviously an impor- 
tant bill from the educational standpoint. Aside from the importance of 
developing the artistic talents of the youth of the state, they should be 
protected againsf™4he incompetent teacher who could so readily mislead, 
inadequately teach and extort funds from the untutored. 

A bill creating the office of woman inspector in industrial and commer- 
cial centers where there are large numbers of women employees has aroused 


interest. 


The purpose of the bill deals with the general welfare of em- 
ployees especially as relates to their health and decent syrroundings. 


In 


towns, as well as in the more essentially factory districts, neither the laws 


of sanitation and ventilation nor decent surroundings are observed. 


Em- 


ployees are found without drinking water and other facilities necessary 
to the health and eomfort of the human being, especially those upon whom 


the greater burden of labor lies. 


The federated women of Georgia are interested in any bill which may 
be introduced bearing upon the ratification of the Susan B. Anthony amend- 
ment, which amendment the federated club women of Georgia indorsed last 
November in Columbus with a vote of 865 to 45. 

There have been thirty-five states which have ratified the amendment, 
and it remains for but one more to ratify, when the women of the nation 
will have that justice meted out to them which is their human right, on 
the old basic law that taxation without representation is unjust, besides 
the countless other reasons the world knows so well. 

There are those optimistic enough to believe that Georgia might become 
the thirty-sixth state, but it really does not make much difference about 
Georgia’s part now. There will be a thirty-sixth state to ratify, women 
are going to have the right of voice in the affairs which concern higher 
civilization, and it remains now for them to prepare themselves well for 
the responsibilities and be ready to meet them.

Insist 
that Georgia build a dormitory -for 
our girls the equal of any built for 
our boys. What school would open its 
doors to our boys and not provide ‘a
